The City of Pittsburgh recognizes 
that affordablef safe and nutritious food 
is a basic human right and need. Access 
to food is an important problem for the 
residents of urban areas as we enter the 
iddO'e. Declining and stagnant standards 
of income for many families^ the 
abandonment of low-income communities 
by all but the most basic of food 
shopping outlets^ and growing 
dependence on foods raised or processed 
long distances from our community all 
place many city residents at risk of not 
being able to obtain adequate, 
affordable, and decent food through 
normal channels. The results of these 
problems include declining nutrition and 
increasing hunger for low-income city 
residents. The Pittsburgh Food Policy 
Commission, hereinafter referred to as 
the Food Commission, shall serve to 
review and develop municipal policies 
which impact City Residents' access to 
food and make recommendations to 
strengthen the loca I food supply and 
distribution system for the benefit of all 
city residents. The Food Commission 
shall focus its attention primarily on 
low-income persons and their 
communities in the City of Pittsburgh. 

II. COMPOSITION 

The membership of the Food 
Commission shall be appointed by the 


Mayor with the advice and consent of 

City Council and shall consist of the 

following: 

(1) A representative of a local retail 
grocery chain. 

(2) A representative of an independent 
food retailer. 

(3) A Representative of the wholesale 
food industry, 

(4) Two (2) private individuals who 
have food industry expertise.

(6) Two (2) residents of CDBG eligible 
neighborhoods.

(b) Ten (10) appointed members shall 
constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of any business or the

(4) The impact of City tax policies 
on food stores in Pittsburgh,

programs and activities on access 
to food for City residents, 

(c) Within the first two years of its

Food Commission shall include, but 
not be limited to the following: 

(1) Expansion of support for 
alternative sources of food such as 
farmers' markets, community 
gardening, and development of food 
buying clubs and consumer 
cooperatives, 

(2) The impact of zoning, licensing, 
and regulatory issues on food 
marketing in the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

(3) Environmental issues affecting 
the safety, nutritional quality, and 
affordability of food availoble to 
Pittsburgh residents. 

(4) Protecting the viability of 
independent food wholesaling in 
Pittsburgh. 

(5) Establishing conditions to link 
receipt of economic development 
aid to participation in efforts to 
improve access to food.

SECOND AMENDMENT TO CIVIC

THIS SECOND AMENDMENT TO 
CIVIC ARENA SUB-LEASE (the *^Second 
Amendment") is made as of September 1, 
1990 by PUBLIC AUDITORIUM 
AUTHORITY OF PITTSBURGH AND 
ALLEGHENY COUNTY, a Public 
Authority organized and existing under 
the Public Auditorium Authority's Law, 
Act of July 29, 1953, P.L. 1034, as 
amended (the "Authority"), and CIVIC 
ARENA CORPORATION, a Pennsylvania 
Corporation CCAC”). 

WHEREAS, the Authority and CAC 
are parties to a Civic Arena Sub-Lease 
Agreement dated June 16, 1981 (the 
"Original Sub-Lease"), as amended 
pursuant to that certain Civic Arena 
Sub-Lease Amendment dated December 
23, 1985, (the Original Sub-Lease and the 
Civic Arena Sub-Lease Amendment are 
together referred to herein as the 
"Amended Sub-Lease") by the terms of 
which the Authority subleases to CAC 
the Demised Premises as that term is 
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defined in the Original Sub-Lease 
(sometimes referred to herein as the 
"Civic Arena”): and 

WHEREASf the Authority and CAC 
each wish to further amend the Amended 
Sub-Lease to (i) provide for the financing 
and construction of certain capital 
projects to improve the facilities of the 
Civic Arenaf (ii) provide for On-Going 
capital improvements required from 
time-to-time to guarantee the continued 
integrity of the Civic Arena, and (Hi) 
alter certain provisions regarding the 
term and renewal options of the 
Amended Sub-Lease, 

NOW, THEREFORE, the parties 
hereto, for and in consideration of their 
respective covenants and agreements 
hereinafter set forth, and intending to be 
legally bound hereby, do covenant and 
agree as follows: 

SECTION 1 

Definitions: 

As used herein, the following terms 
have the meaning assigned to them 
below, unless the context in which any 
such term is used requires otherwise: 

A. ”Sub-Lease” means the Amended 
Sub-Lease, as amended by this 
Second Amendment. 

B. "Phase HI Capital Projects” means 
those capital projects and 
improvements set forth on Exhibit A 
to this Second Amendment, all of 
which have been completed or 
substantially completed, with 
individual Phase III Capita/ Projects 
sometimes referred to herein as a 
”Phase III Capital Project", The 
costs of designing, constructing and 
acquiring the Phase III Capital 
Projects are also set forth in Exhibit 
A. 

C. "Phase IV Capital Projects" means 


the On-Going Capital Improvements, 
as defined below, which the parties 
desire to undertake and complete 
over the Two-Year period following 
the execution hereof.

Projects which have been proposed 
by CAC, 

D, "On-Going Capital Improvements” 
means those projects and 
improvements that result in the 
acquisition, repiacement, repair, 
renovation or addition of buildings 
or parking lots, or the acquisition, 
replacement, repair or addition of 
fixtures, machinery or equipment 
and such that, in each case, under 
general accepted accounting 
principles, the said acquisition, 
repair, renovation or additions would 
constitute a capital expenditure; 
provided, however, that On-Going 
Capital Improvements shall not 
include the repair, replacement,

SECTION 2 

Establishment of and Application of 

Capital Improvement Fund, 

The following provisions hereby are 
added after the last sentence in Article 
IX, Section 9.7: 

Section 9.8. The Authority shall, on 
or before October 31, 1990, provide 
One Million Nine Hundred Fifty-One 
Thousand Six Hundred Twenty-Four 
and 47/100 Dollars ($1,951,624.47) 
which shall be used to reimburse 
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CAC for all of the costs of 
designing f constructing and/or 
acquiring the Phase III Capital 
Projects^ Further^ the Authority 
shall provide the funds required to 
pay all of the costs of designing^ 
constructing and/or acquiring the 
Phase IV Capital Projects and On- 
Going Capital Improvements for the 
Civic Arena. The said Phase IV 
Capital Projects and the On-Going 
Capital Improvements shall be 
design edf constructed and/or 
acquired in accordance with the 
procedures set forth in Section 9.9 
of this Second Amendment. All 
parties shall use their best efforts to 
cause the Phase IV Capital Projects 
to be designated, designed and 
completed not later than September 
1, 1991, to the extent that there are 
funds available to complete the 
same. It is understood by the 
parties hereto that all Phase III and 
Phase IV Capital Projects and On- 
Going Capital Improvements 
designed, constructed and acquired 
pursuant to this Sub-Lease will 
thereafter be a part of the Demised 
Premises and will be surrendered to 
the Authority pursuant to and in 
compliance with Article XXV 
hereof. 

Section 9.9 . The construction of all 
Phase IV Capital Projects and the 
On-Going Capital Improvements and 
the purchase of materials and 
supplies in connection therewith 
shall he accomplished through 
contracts awarded by the Authority 
in accordance with the laws and 
ordinances applicable to contracts 
and purchases by the Authority, 
including but not limited to, those 
requiring competitive public bidding, 
performance and labor and material 
bonds, minority business enterprises 
or the use of domestic steel 
products. The Phase JV Capital 


Projects and the On-Going Capital 
Improvement shall be undertaken in 
accordance with priorities which are 
reasonably satisfactory to the 
Authority. Further, the following 
procedures shall be followed with 
respect to the Phase IV Capital 
Project and On-Going Capital 
Improvements. While CAC shall 
initiate and coordinate each Project, 
the Authority shall have the right to 
approve the scope and feasibility of 
each Project, as well as the plans 
and specifications of each Project, 
the proposed schedule for the 
commencement and completion of 
the work and all other terms and 
conditions pursuant to which the 
contracts are to be awarded and the 
work is to be done, provided that 
said approval rights shall not be 
unreasonably withheld or delayed by 
the Authority. The Authority shall 
reimburse CAC for its costs for 
services rendered in connection with 
Phase IV Capital Projects and the 
On-Going Capital Improvements, 
provided that the Authority has 
given its written approval to CAC 
prior to the services being 
rendered. The Authority 

acknowledges and agrees that all 
work in connection with the Phase 
IV Capital Projects and the On-

Section 9.10 . The following; 
additional procedures shall apply 
with respect to the Phase IV Capital 
Improvements and the On-Going 
Capital Improvements: in 

determining whether or not to 
undertake any such Capital 
/mprovement, the Authority may 
consider other On-Going Capital 
improvements and deny such CAC’s

after giving due regard to the safe 
operation of the Civic Arena, the 
functional and efficient operation 
thereof and the acknowledged 
objective of CAC and the Authority 
to maintain the Civic Arena as a 
modem and up-to-date facility, /n 
the event that CAC and the 
Authority disagree whether to 
undertake an On-Going Capital 
Improvement, the same shall be 
arbitrated in accordance with the 
following procedures: Three 

independent professional engineers 
shall be appointed in accordance 
with the rules of the American 
Arbitration Association and the 
three engineers shall determine in 
accordance with the rules of the 
American Arbitration Association 
whether or not the proposed On- 
Going Capital Improvement should 
be undertaken in accordance with 
the standards set forth herein.

The scope and costs of all 
Phase IV Projects shot I be subject to 
the review and approval of both 
parties following the completion of 
the studies presently under way. 

Section 9.11 . The Authority shall 
use its best efforts to secure 
financing in an amount of not more 
than four million ($4,000,000) dollars 


for the Phase IV Capital Projects by 
December 15, 19990 and thereafter 
to secure the funds for the On-Going 
Capital Improvements. 

SECTION 3 

Term of Sub-Lease 

A. The last paragraph of Article I, 
located on Page 2 of the Original 
Sub-Lease hereby is amended and 
restated as follows: 

"TO HAVE AND TO HOLD the 
Demised Premises unto CAC, its 
successors and assigns, for a term of 
seven years commencing upon the 
ISt. day of July, 1990 and expiring 
on the 30the day of June, 1997 
(unless this Sub-Lease shall be 
extended pursuant to and in 
compliance with the provisions of 
Article XVII hereof), yielding and 
paying therefore during each term 
the annual rental as hereinafter 
provided, over and above any

Hockey League Season is less than 
12,800 and CAC gives thirty (30) 
days prior written notice thereof to 
the Authority, and (b) as of June 30, 
1995, if during the term hereof the 
Civic Arena shall be among the Five 
Arenas which have the smallest 
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B. 


hockey game seating capacities of 
all of the arenas which serve as the 
home arenas of teams which are 
presently members of the National 
Hockey League. In the event that 
CAC elects to cancel the Sub-Lease 
as a result of (b) in the preceding 
sentence, it shall give notice to the 
Authority by June 30, 1993 and it 
and the Authority shall conduct good 
faith discussions concerning methods 
for addressing the small seating 
capacity of the Civic Arena and the 
effects thereof. Further, in the 
event that CAC elects to cancel the 
Sub-Lease as a result of either (a) or 
(b) above, it shall pay to the 
Authority the amount of $140,000 
upon the date on which the lease is 
terminated. There is attached 
hereto, as Exhibit C, a schedule 
certified by CAC setting forth the 
current arenas which serve as the 
home of National Hockey League 
teams and their respective hockey 
seating capacity.*^ 

Article XVII of the Amended Sub- 
Lease hereby is amended and 
restated in its entirety as follows: 

Section 17,1 . CAC shall have the 
option to renew the term hereby 
granted for 18 consecutive periods 
of 5 years each. CAC shall exercise 
each of said options by giving 
written notice to the Authority no 
later than six months prior to the 
expiration of the then existing term 
and must be accompanied by the 
written commitment of the 
Pittsburgh Penguins, Inc. to play its 
home game schedule at the Civic 
Arena during each such 5 year 
extension period, provided that on 
30 days prior written notice the 
Penguins may cancel its 
commitment and CAC may cancel 
the Sub-Lease effective June 30 of 
any year during such renewal term 


in the event that the average paid 
attendance for Pittsburgh Penguin 
regular season games during the 
most recent season is less than 
12,300 or in the event that the Civic 
Arena is among the five arenas 
which have the small hockey game 
seating capacities of all of the 
arenas of the team which are then 
members of the National Hockey 
League. Except as specifically 
provided in this paragraph, each 
renewal term shall be on the same 
terms and conditions as are provided 
herein. 

SECTION 4 

Limitation of Annual Rental Reduction . 

Article II, Section 2.6 of the Amended 

Sub-Lease hereby is amended and 

restated in its entirety as follows: 

'^Notwithstanding any contrary 
provisions of the Sub-Lease, the 
Annual Rental obligations of CAC 
under the Sub-Lease shall be 
reduced annually by the amount of 
Four Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand 
($425,000) Dollars for all Annual 
Rental installments due through the 
installment due on May 20, 1991. 
Thereafter, the Annual Rental 
obligations of CAC shall be reduced 
annually by the amount of Three 
Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand 
($325,000) Dollars. The annual 
reduction shall be effectuated by 
reducing each of the semi-annual 
installments of the Annual Rental as 
provided in Section 2.3 of the Sub- 
Lease by the amount of Two 
Hundred Twelve Thousand Five 
Hundred ($212,500) Dollars, for each 
installment due thereafter. The 
reduction of Annual Rental set forth 
in this paragraph shall apply to each 
semi-annual rental installment due 
in November of each year in which 
the Pittsburgh Penguins play its 
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home schedule at the Civic Arena 
and shall also automatically apply to 
each semi-annual installment of 
Annual Rental which is due in the 
next succeeding May, The reduction 
in any semi-annual installment of 
the Annual Rental provided in this 
Section 2.6 shall not exceed the 
actual amount of rental due for that 
period (calculated by subtracting 
from the Annual Rental for that 
period all other reductions provided 
for in Section 2.1(b) of the Sub¬ 
lease. 

Further, the reduction set forth 
herein shall cease as of the stated 
final maturity date of the 
Authority's Auditorium Bonds, Series 
C." 

SECTION 5 

Disclosure of Financial Information . The 
following provisions hereby are added 
after the last sentence in Article VI, 
Section 6.7: 

'' Section 6.8, CAC covenants and 
agrees, so long as this Sub-Lease or 
any extension thereof pursuant to 
Section 17.1 hereof is in effect, to 
furnish to the Authority, as soon as 
available, but not later than 180 
days after the close of each CAC 
fiscal year, financial statements of 
CAC as of the end of such fiscal 
year consisting of statements of 
operation of its businesses 
performed at the Civic Arena and a 
balance sheet showing the results of 
operations for each such line of 
business, including parking and 
concessions. The Authority 

recognizes that such information, as 
it relates to sports teams, is 
proprietary to CAC and includes 
confidential business information, 
the public disclosure of which could 
cause material irreparable harm to 


CAC and its owners. 

Accordingly, the Authority will not 
disclose any such information as it 
relates to sports teams or any 
summary or extract thereof without 
the prior written consent of CAC." 

SECTION 6 

Penguins Commitment . As a condition 
for the expenditure of funds by the 
Authority as herein before set forth. 
Article XVIII, Section 18.1 of the Sub¬ 
lease hereby is replaced with the 
following new provisions; 

"CAC agrees that it shall cause the 
Pittsburgh Penguins (the "Penguins”) 
to deliver to the Authority a 
written, legally binding document, in 
a form satisfactory to the 
Authority, signed by the appropriate 
corporate officers of the Penguins, 
pursuant to which the Penguins, or 
any successor or transferee, shall 
commit to play a full home schedule 
of National Hockey league 
Association games at the Civic 
Arena during the term in which this 
Sub-Lease is in effect as provided in 
Section 4 above." All other terms 
and conditions of the Amended Sub¬ 
lease not inconsistent with this 
Second Amendment shall remain in 
full force and effect. 

SECTION 7 

Melody Tent Parcel . As a condition to 
the effectiveness of this Second 
Amendment, the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority of Pittsburgh shall extend all 
of their existing leases, options and 
agreements with CAC or the DeBartolo 
Century Corporation for a period which 
expires on the same date as the Initial 
Term of the Sub-lease. The terms and 
conditions of all such leases, options and 
agreements shall be subject to such 
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changes and modifications as may be 
approved by the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority of Pittsburgh^ DeBartolo 
Century Corporation and CAC,

B. Payrolls shall be prepared by the City Treasurer upon the basis of such records 

or reports, and submitted by him to the respective Directors or Heads of Department 
or offices for approval and certification in such form as he may prescribe. 

SECTION 3. No obligation shall be incurred by any department of the City Government other than for Salaries or Wages, or 
for necessary expenses of employees when engaged upon City Business, except through the issue of an order, stating the 
service to be rendered, work performed or supplies, materials or equipment to be furnished together with the estimated 
cost of the same. 
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The Director of the Department of General Services is hereby authorized and directed to provide upon requisition by 
the head of any department^ all necessary supplies, materials, equipment and machinery for such department; provided, 
however, that no requisition of any department shall be filled by the Director of the Department of General Services in 
excess of the unencumbered balance of the Appropriation properly chargeable, and that no order shall be issued by the 
Director of the Department of General Services or by the head of any other Department of the City Government, until it 
has been approved by the City Controller. Payments on account of direct purchase shall be made from the amounts 
hereinafter appropriated thereof respectively. Purchase made by the Director of the Department of General Services to go 
into stores shall be paid from the fund provided for such purposes, and when as directed by the City Controller; said fund 
shall be reimbursed from other appropriations to the extent of deliveries made from stores. 

SECTION 4. Council may, by Resolution of the Finance Committee from time to time, restrict expenditures from the 
Appropriations made hereby, both as to amounts of expenditures and the periods within which expenditures may be made, 
and also, by Resolution of the Finance Committee at any time cancel in whole or In part any unencumbered balance of any 
said Appropriations. 

SECTION S. For purposes of Administration and Accounting Control, the Code Numbers indicated herein shall be 
considered as part of the Appropriation titles. 
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The Council of the City of Pittsburgh consists of nine members elected by district to serve a term of four years. It is the 
City’s legislative body and is divided into nine committees which include Finance; Public Works; General Services; 
Water; Parks and Recreation; Public Safety; Engineering and Construction; Hearings; and Planning, Housing and 
Development Each committee has its chairperson appointed by the President of Council, and the President is elected by 
the members of Council. In addition to the regular committees of Council, sub-committees are appointed by the 
President as business coming before Council necessitates. Members are also appointed to the boards of Carnegie 
Library of Pittsburgh and Buhl Planetarium. 

Citv Council’s regular meetings are held twice weekly-Tuesday and Wednesday. The legislative session is held on 
Tuesday for presentation and final action on matters governing the City of Pittsburgh. Standing committees of Council 
meet on Wednesday to deliberate on bills that have been presented in the Tuesday meetings. Public hearings are held on 
proposed legislation and investigations are made of complaints and problems that the citizens of the City bring to 
Council’s attention. 

Council makes the laws governing the City of Pittsburgh; appropriates the money for the operation of the City; 
approves Mayoral appointments; reviews the proposed Operating, Capital Improvement and Salary Budgets submitted 
by the Mayor and enacts enabling legislation; regulates revenues and expenditures; incurs debt; and carries out its 
duties as established by the Home Rule Charter and state laws. 

Council has a staff including the Budget Controller’s Office under the direction of the City Clerk. The City Clerk is 
elected by the members of City Council, and is responsible for the due, proper and faithful performance of all matters 
and things done and performed for the operation oi City Council.

Pittsburgh Magistrates Court is comprised of City Court, Traffic Court and Housing Court These courts are 
responsible for acQudicating cases involving violations of various state laws and local ordinances. These cases are 
heard by Magistrates who are appointed for Hxed terms by the Mayor, with the approval of City Council. 

City Court hears all original matters prosecuted by the Pittsburgh Police Bureau, including arraignments and 
p^reliminary hearings in felony and misdemeanor cases, and trials involving summary offenses under the Pennsylvania 
Crimes Code and Pittsburgh Ordinances. 

Traffic Court is responsible for adjudicating all violations cited under the Pennsylvania Motor Vehicle Code, 
Pittsburgh Parking Ordinances, and Driving Under the Influence charges. 

Housing Court hears cases involving violations of various laws relating to housing, health, and safety, including 
Pittsburgh’s Building Code, Zoning Code and Fire Prevention Code, and the Allegheny County Health Code. The 
Housing Court oversees the work oi the Housing Clinic. 

Special Courts are also provided to hear cases involving domestic violence and underage drinking.

The Cominisslon on Human Relations administers the Citv^s fair practices provisions of the City Code which make it 
unlawful to discriminate on the basis of race, color, religion, ancestry, national origin, place of birth, sex, sexual 
orientation and non-job related handicaps or disability in employment, housing, and public accommodations. Such 
complaints are designated as 'TormaF’ and may be filed by an individual or organization claiming to be aggrieved by an 
alleged discriminatory act The Commission may also initiate complaints in its own name. 

Formal complaints are investigated by the staff and reported to the Commission for decisions. Where discrimination 
is found to exist, attempts are made to seek a satisfactory adjustment by voluntary conciliation. When conciliation fails, 
the Commission may hold public hearings, issue orders and otherwise seek legal enforcement of its decisions. 

In addition to formal complaints, the Commission is mandated to study and investigate conditions having an adverse 
effect on intergroup relations in the City of Pittsburgh. Accordingly, the Commission works with community members 
to attempt settlement of disputes or problems involving prejudice, intolerance or intergroup tension. The Commission 
also trains Police Officers to assist them in recognizing their vital role in community relations disputes. 

The Contract Compliance Specialist, by Executive Order of the Mayor, coordinates activities to assure minority 
business participation in construction contracts let by the City. This process includes pre-award and post-award 
compliance monitoring. 

Commission members and staff participate In speaking engagements and similar public information and technical 
assistance activities to further the goals of the Human Relations Ordinance. 

As part of its work in fair practices complaints, the Commission cooperates with the federal agencies having 
concurrent jurisdiction, namely the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission and the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development.

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The City Controller is an elected ofnda! serving a four-year term of office. 

The City Controller's responsibilities are mandated by the Home Rule Charter. The duties of the office include: 
conducting periodic fiscal and performance audits of units of government and all agencies and trusts; auditing the City 
payroll; preparing an annual report for Council showing revenues, receipts, debts, and expenditures of the City and its 
sources; operating a complete accounting system of City accounts in accordance with GASB standards; maintaining 
separate accounts for every item or appropriation; making certain that no appropriation or account is overdrawn and 
that no appropriation is spent for any purpose other than that for which it was intended; verifying that sufficient funds 
are on hand for the payment of warrants; accepting bids for City-let contracts; inspecting City property; auditing the 
campaign reports required by Section 802 of the Charter for local elections; preparing monthly and quarterly revenue 
and expenditure reports; approving for form, auditing and countersigning all contracts, agreements, vouchers, and 
warrants; and completing a nnal audit of the accounts of all elected officials and officers upon their leaving of office. 

In addition to these speciHc duties, the City Controller has broad powers to monitor the executive and legislative 
branches of City government. The Home Rule Charter calls for an elected controller as an added check on the use of 
City resources, and provides for an outside solicitor to further guarantee the independence of the Controller's Office. 
The City Controller has traditionally responded to citizen complaints and has an active role in the affairs of the 
community. 

The City Controller is also the Controller for the Board of Education and a Director of the Municipal, Police, and 
Fire Pension Boards.

The Office of City Controller ensures that actual spending is consistent with approved appropriations. It also provides an independent 
check on City financial practices through fiscal, performance, and pre and post audit powers.

• To cross-train fiscal and performance audit staffs so that a single combined audit of appropriate agencies can be accomplished.

• Complete microfilming of hard-copy documents back to 1984. 

• Replace or upgrade the Controller’s current financial software package. 

• Continue to work in the office and with other City departments to improve contract and invoice processing time, which will 
reduce payment time to the City’s vendors, contractors, and service providers. 

• Continue to provide our staff with professional education and computer training to further improve efficiency.

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The Department of Finance is headed by the Director of Finance and the Deputy Director/City Treasurer, who are 
appointed by the Mayor. Within the Finance Department there is a General Ofnce under which there are four major 
divisions: Treasury, Employee Benefits, Tax Collection, and Real Estate. 

The Treasury Division is comprised of four sections: Cash Management, Payroll, Internal Audit, and Management 
Information. The Cash Management Section invests all City funds to maximize interest earnings on available cash. The 
Payroll Section is responsible for ensuring that City paychecks are distributed on a timely basis in accordance with all 
collective bargaining agreements and government regulations. Internal Audit examines and evaluates the activities of 
City departments and personnel and assists them in the elective and efficient discharge of their responsibilities. In 
order to centralize operations, a number of auditor positions will be moved in 1991 from the General Office to the 
Internal Audit Section of the Treasury Division. Management Information is a new section in 1991. This section 
generates management reports and Is responsible for the organization and coordination of computer use activity 
between the Finance Department and City Information Systems. 

The Employee Benefits Division is responsible for the administration of the City’s fringe benefits and workers 
compensation. 

The Tax Collection Division is responsible for collecting all self-assessed taxes due the City and School District. 
These functions are performed first by the Business Tax and the Wage and Occupation Tax Sections. These sections are 
supported bv the Audit, Investigation, and Accounts Receivable Sections, who enforce compliance with the City’s tax 
laws and collect delinquent taxes. The Data Entry Section supports the tax sections by maintaining and updating all 
master tax Hies. 


The Real Estate Division is responsible for the billing and collection of real estate taxes due the City and School 
District and conducting Treasurer’s sales of tax delinquent property. They are also responsible for the billing and 
collection of the City and School District’s Personal Property tax and delinquent sewage accounts. The Three Taxing 
Bodies Section maintains, markets and sells tax delinquent property jointly owned by the City of Pittsburgh, County of 
Allegheny, and School District of Pittsburgh.

• To improve the current level of operations within all divisions of the department by continuing to automate and improve the 
systems that currently exist. 

• To increase tax collection at all levels particularly the business taxes with the use of the information from the Internal Revenue 
Service tax data.

• In cooperation with the City Controller and all City departments, replace the City Controller’s accounting systems and the MIS 
system with an accounting system that can be utilized by the Controller’s Office and all City departments.

• Decrease the cost oT banking services and increase interest income from City investments.

The Department of Law acts as attorney for the City and its officials. Headed by the City Solicitor, who supervises a 
staff of attorn^s, paralegals, investigators, stenographers and clerks, the Department renders legal opinions and advice 
to the Mayor, City Council, and the various City departments. 

The Law Department represents the City in court actions involving damage claims against the City and in other 
actions, including the defense of ordinances against allegation of unconstitutionality; civil rights actions; suits for 
collection of taxes; enforcement of such ordinances as the Zoning, Building and Traffic Codes; damage claims by the City 
against persons who have damaged City property or equipment; eminent domain cases dealing with the taking of 
property for public purposes; and intervention in tax assessment matters to help ensure fair valuation of taxable real 
estate. The Department participates in Worker's Compensation and Civil Service cases, as well as police and fire trial 
boards. 

The Law Department represents the interests of Pittsburgh citizens in proceedings before such regulatory agencies 
as the Public Utility Commission, by seeking to protect the City and its citizens against excessive gas, electric, and water 
utility rates. 

Through its Claims Division, the Department processes claims and recommends payment or settlement in appropriate 
cases. The Law Department is responsible for certain filings and revivals of liens and for the drafting or approval of 
proposed ordinances, resolutions, needs, leases, contracts, legal pleadings, and briefs. 

Through the Labor Relations Section, the department is responsible for all labor negotiations and contract adminL

The Department of Personnel and Civil Service consists of three functional divisions* each with a specific area of 
responsibility and together serving the personnel needs of the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Division of Employment Development includes the Civil Service Commission and has responsibility for 
recruitment* EEO reporting* Affirmative Action* investigations* record maintenance* physical examinations* test 
preparation and administration* and job analysis. This Division is responsible for the implementation of personnel 
programs and policies. This Division also ensures that the City complies with all local* state* and federal legislation and 
court decisions regarding employment practices. The Division of Employment Development administers these 
personnel functions for all applicants for employment and all current employees. 

The Division of Organization* Planning and Research is responsible for the research* design and implementation of 
personnel program^* such as pay and classification* the Employee Assistance Program (EAP)* the Employee Handbook, 
employee orientation* performance evaluation* human resource utilization* ana the administration of the deferred 
compensation and unemployment compensation programs. This Division is responsible for the design and 
implementation of City-wide training {programs such as Executive/Mana^ement seminars* supervisory and foreman 
development progran.s* etc. This Division compiles and analyzes statistical data and other information for wage 
surveys* personnel research* labor negotiations and arbitration. This Division also serves as staff to the Appeals Board. 

The Division of Employment and Training Grant Administration* known as the Pittsburgh Partnership* is responsible 
for providing training and employment to unemployed residents of the City of Pittsburgh through employment and 
training programs funded by federal* state* or private sector funding sources. This includes the planning* development* 
and administration of the programs* classroom training* employability development* on-the-job training* placement* and 
job development. This Division is responsible for the preparation of proposals and plans for various funding sources* 
ensuring compliance with federal laws and regulations* fiscal control and auditing* collection* maintenance and 
reporting of statistical data* negotiating contracts* and monitoring the employment and training activities. 
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DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL AND CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 
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OVERALLGOAL 

The Department of Personnel and Civil Service Commission provides and administers a comprehensive human resource management 
system to attract and retain qualified City employees based on merit and assists eligible residents seeking employment and training 
services through federal and state funded programs in accordance with applicable laws and regulations. 

1989-1990 ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

• Firefighter classes appointed in 1989 and 1990 included 33% female trainees and women Firefighters participated in a fire 
promotional examination in 1990 for the first time in history. 

• Provided training and job placement services to an additional 800 low income City residents through the establishment of five 
Neighborhoc^ Employment Projects, three Job Centers, and two Comprehensive Service Sites for welfare recipients. 

• Provided Citizen/Customer Service Training to over 500 employees in 1990 to ensure courteous, professional and effective 
service. 

• Provided supervisory and management training programs to improve the effectiveness of City employees and the efficiency with 
which services are provided to the general public. 

• Improved speed of Civil Service applicant processing through use of a new optic mark reader and reduced Pittsburgh 
Partnership applicant processing time by 33% through decentralization of eligibility and assessment activities. 

LONG-RANGE OBJECTIVES 

• To increase minority and female representation in the City work force so that it is consistent with the local labor market 
demographic patterns. 

• To develop training programs to improve the effectiveness of City employees and professionalize employee interactions with the 
public. 

• To improve the general public’s image of City employees and the eHlciency with which services are provided. 

• To improve the efficiency of applicant and employee record processing through automation enhancements.

• Improve and expand recruitment efforts to attract a large number of female applicants for employment in non-traditional blue 
collar jobs.

• Develop and implement a procedure to coordinate applications by City departments and authorities for public and private 
competitive employment and training funds.

CITY PLANNING 


The main function of (he Department of City Planning Is to assure that the development and redevelopment of the City occurs in an efficient* 
equitable and orderly manner for the long-term benefit of its residents. The Department carries out its mission through comprehensive and 
community planning activities, advising the Mayor and City Council on capital expenditures, administering federal funds for low and moderate 
income famUies and areas, and regulating private land through zoning and subdivision controL 

The Department of City Planning functions under a nine^member City Planning Commission appointed by the Mayor for six-year staggered 
terms. The Commission is required by law to prepare and adopt a Master Plan, a requirement which is met through the annual publication of a 
Six-Year Development Program. This single document combines the long-range plans for the City, the policies and programs for their 
implementation, and a six-year Capital Program of speciHc physical improvement projects. 

The Department’s Comprehensive Planning Division conducts planning studies on a variety of functional areas including: housing, 
environment, transportation, food supply, economic development and information systems. This work involves liaison with other City and 
government agencies, as well as the monitoring and evaluation of consultant studies. 

The Community Planning and Capital Budget Division Is composed of two sections. Through its Community Planning Section the 
Department provides an ongoing mechanism for community participation. Planners are assigned to clusters of neighborhoods, so that each of 
Pittsburgh’s 88 neighborhoods has a professional planner to provide linkage with City government In this role, the planner coordinates 
development and neighborhood plans, engages In land use,zoning and specialized studies, administers public service and community 
development grant contracts and provides technical assistance. In addition,each community planner Is responsible for an area of specialization 
such as the Neighborhood Business District Revitalization Program , Residential Parking Permit Program, Community Based Organization 
support Priorities for the 90’s implementation. Neighborhood Plan Coordination and publication. 

The Capital Budget Section coordinates the formulation of the Capital Budget and Six Year Development Program. The structural network 
provided by the Community Planning program permits citizen participation in the decision-making process of government particularly in 
regard to the Capital Budget and the Community Development Block Grant Program. 

Administration of the federal Community Development Block Grant (CDBQ) program is the ongoing responsibility of the Community 
Development Administration Division of the Planning Department Serving as a catalyst for development in the City’s communities, this 
program provides entitlement grants for a wide range of projects, which address the housing, economic, and human service needs of low and 
moderate income residents, and neighborhoods. 

The Planning Department’s Land Use Control Division is responsible for administering the City’s Zoning Ordinance, the Planning 
Commission’s Subdivision Regulations and Standards as well as implementing policies adopted by the Commission and City Council. 
Development proposals involving zoning changes are reviewed by planning staff who, then make recommendations for consideration by the 
City Planning Commission. Variances, special exceptions, and interpretations of the Zoning Ordinances are managed by the Board of 
Adjustment, a three-member salaried board appointed by the Mayor with the approval of City CounciL 

The Department staffs the Historic Review Commission and the Art Commission, both appointed by the Mayor with the approval of City 
CouncU. J248

GENERAL SERVICES 


The Department of General Services is responsible for procurring all goods and services required by the various City 
Droartments. The Department is also responsible for the administration of the Bureau of Fleet Management, Printing 
Ofnce, Telecommunications, the City^s Motor Pool, Warehouse, and The Bureau of Facilities Management 


The Purchasing Division assists departments in preparing specifications for bids. It also advertises for prospective 
supplies, tabulates the bids received, and awards contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The Department seeks to 
acquire the needed goods and services at the lowest cost compatible with high standards of quality through the process 
of competive bidding for all City purchases and rentals. The Department reviews purchases in order to standardize the 
goods acquired to permit bulk purchases. The Minority Business Office also works with departments to ensure that the 
procurement process for goods and services offers equal opportunity for Minority and Women owned businesses. 

The Bureau of Fleet Management purchases and maintains the City’s fleet of approximately 1,300 vehicles. It operates 
two garage facilities, and is responsible for fueling and towing activities. Tne City’s Motor Pool coordinates the 
availability of City vehicles for use on City business. 

The Telecommunications section is responsible for the design, installation, maintenance, and upgrading of all two-way 
radio communications equipment and facilities used bv the City. Telecommunications also coordinates all service for the 
City’s voice and data telecommunications network and is responsible for all related billings. 

The Printing Office performs various duplicating, offset printing, binding and graphic services required by the City. 

The Warehouse Section maintains an inventory of over 160 ofHce supply items to be used by the various City 
departments. The Warehouse also manages the surplus program and maintains the City’s inventory control program. 

The Bureau of Facilities Management is responsible for repairs, alterations, and maintenance of City facilities and it 
provides housekeeping and custodial services to the City-County Building.

The Department Environmental Services is responsible for helping City residents maintain a clean, aesthetically 
appealing^ and healthy environment The Department has three divisions. 

The Operations Division oversees all of the day-to-day functions of the department The Residential Solid Waste 
Section collects and disposes of household solid waste on a weekly basis. In 1991, this division will implement a 
residential recycling program in order to comply with the Commonwealth of Pennsylvanians Recycling Act 101. 
Additionally the division will oversee the recycling drop off centers, bulk waste and white goods pick up and most leaf 
waste collection. The Animal Control Section is responsible for the enforcement of the ordinances governing the City’s 
animal population and animal owners. The Rodent Control Section has the responsibility of educating the public in all 
areas or rodent infestations, along with monitoring the public’s compliance with the Citv’s ordinances governing solid 
waste management. In addition, the Rodent Control Section provides for the placement of rodenticides. 

The Recycling Division is responsible for assuring both residential and commericial sector complaince with Act 101. 
This Division monitors state and federal laws and is responsible for changing or updating City ordinances where 
appropriate. 

The Administration Division is responsible for all long term planning functions as well as all fiscal matters. These 
include payroll, accounts payable and receivable, and preparation of departmental budgets.

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DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC SAFETY 


The Department of Public Safety consists of the Office of Professionai Responsibility, the Office of Safety and Inspections, and five 
Bureaus*Emergency Medical Services, Fire, Building Inspection, Police, and Administration. 

The Office of Professional Responsibility investigates and assists in resolving complaints concerning the conduct of Public Safety 
employees. The Office also performs background investigations on candidates for employment with the department 

The Office of Safety and Inspections manages the department’s safety and inspection programs. These programs focus on decreasing 
accidents, preventing injury, and returning people to work. The OfBce of Safety and Inspections is also responsible for maintaining the City’s 
Disaster Plan. 

The Administration and Support Services Bureau consists of four divisions. The Education and Training Division operates the Public 
Safety Academy and provides educational and training services to Public Safety employees. The Communication Services Division receives 
emergency calls from the public and dispatches an appropriate type of response. The Support Services Division includes the Records Section 
which maintains police reports and generates crime statistics and the Warrant Office, Identification Section and Cell Block which are part of 
the criminal Justice system. In 1991, responsibility for the operation of the City Tow Pound will be transferred from Magistrates Court to the 
Support Services Division. The Research and Evaluation Division is responsible for designing and implementing operational and management 
systems. 


The Police Bureau is responsible for the protection of life and property, enforcement of criminal and trafBc law, and crime prevention. 
The Operations Division includes six zones, traffic control, and special operations. The Investigations Division investigates and solves crimes 
against persons and property, and the Office of Organized Crime, Narcotics and Intelligence combats illegal drug manufacture, distribution, 
sale and use. 


The Bureau of Building Inspection consists of the Engineering, ConstrucUon and Enforcement sections and is responsible for regulating 
all construction, demolition and occupancy. It issues all permits required by code for building repair, alteration or addition, and all permits 
required for new construction within the City. 

The Fire Bureau provides fire prevention and fire suppression services. The Suppression Division operates the firefighting companies. 
The Prevention Division conducts community education programs and arson investigations. The two divisions operate a Joint company 
Inspection program which inspects commercial properties on a regular basis in order to eliminate hazards and allow suppression personnel to 
become familiar with building interiors. 

The Emergency Medical Services Bureau is responsible for the provision of emergency medical and rescue services to residents and 
visitors. The Ambulance Division provides life support and hospital transport The Rescue Division extricates victims from entrapment

The Department of Public Safety will direct, support and coordinate the delivery of police, fire, emergency medical and building 
inspection services to promote and ensure the safety and well-being of the citizens ana visitors of the City of Pittsburgh. Each 
individual bureau also has an overall goal. 

The Administration Bureau will ensure that all of the bureaus of the Department of Public Safety have the necessary resources to 
effectively do their jobs, to coordinate multi-bureau activities, to link service needs with service providers, to develop and maintain 
staff knowledge and skills and to organize and provide information that promotes better management decisions. 

The Police Bureau will support life and property and enforce the laws and ordinances of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

The Fire Bureau will prevent and decrease the likelihood of fires and promptly and effectively suppress fires to contain and reduce 
potential damage and loss. 

The Emergency Medical Services Bureau will prevent loss of life, increase the likelihood of survivability, decrease severity of injury, 
prevent further injury and maintain patient functioning. 

The Bureau of Building Inspection will ensure that buildings conform to code and are safe to occupy.

The Department of Engineering and Construction is responsible for implementing the City and the Water and Sewer 
Authority Capital Improvement Programs. These responsibilities include the architectural and engineering design of 
all capital projects, and the monitoring and administration of the construction projects. 


The Bureau of Engineering is responsible for the design of projects in the Capital Improvement Program related to 
Bridges and Structures, Streets ancl Traffic, and Water and Sewers. This Bureau prepares projects from the design 
phase to the construction phase by either designing the project in-house or by engaging appropriate design and 
engineering consultants. 

The Bureau of Architecture, comprised of graduate and registered architects, is responsible for the design of projects 
related to City-owned buildings, and facilities including parks, playgrounds ancl swimming pools. This Bureau, 
oversees projects from design through construction by engaging architectural and landscaping consultants or by 
designing the project in-house. 

The Bureau of Construction Services is responsible for all of the Capital Improvement Program’s construction 
contracts. These responsibilities include the day-to-day monitoring of all construction contractors, the inspection of all 
construction work In the Held, surveys, structure inspection, materials testing, and the review and approval of all 
payment invoices. 

The Bureau of Administration is responsible for administrative, personnel, and financial activities within the 
Department of Engineering and Construction. These responsibilities include: payroll, accounts payable, processing of 
contractor and consultant invoices, preparing reimbursement revests, writing departmental resolutions, preparing 
departmental budgets, and preparing financial reports for various City departments.

The Department of Engineering and Construction implements the City’s Capital Improvement Program and is responsible for 
overseeing all phases of development from design through construction.

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The Department of Public Works is responsible for maintaining and improving the City’s systems of streets and 
sewers» bridges, and cable communications. 

The Street and Sewer Maintenance Division is responsible for maintaining the City’s streets, sewers, and catch basins. 
The Street Repair Division coordinates all street resurfacing activities. The Heavy Eauipment Repair Division repairs 
all specialty equipment used by the Department. The Traffic Control Division maintains the City’s traffic control 
system. The Painting Division paints all lines on City streets and produces and installs all traffic control signs. 

The Construction Division employs skilled craftsmen who are capable of performing a variety of special and regular 
maintenance projects that would be more expensive if performed by contractors. Many small projects can be built 
quickly by this division in instances where regular maintenance will not suffice.

Throughout the year, the Department of Parks and Recreation provides a spectrum of services that enable 
Pittsburghers of all ages to partake in physical, cultural, environmental learning and recreational experiences that add 
to a richer and fuller lifestyle. The Bureaus of Administration, Recreation, Parks, and the Pittsburgh Zoo develop, 
maintain, and operate programs and facilities that improve the standard of living for all residents. 

Recreation programs are provided in neighborhood recreation centers, senior citizen centers, public schools, and 
playgrounds. Over 2,500 acres of parklands, including swimming pools, picnic shelters, ballfields, tennis courts, 
parklets, and tot lots, are maintained on a daily basis. In addition to community facilities, the Department boasts such 
special facilities as the Pittsburgh Zoo, Pittsburgh Aviary, Schenley Park Golf Course, and Phipps Conservatory. 

New programs and facilities are implemented and existing programs evaluated and enhanced as a direct result of 
communitv input and involvement. In addition to an informational e^ort which maintains open lines of communication 
between the D^artment and the public, community meetings are scheduled to provide greater forums for discussion 
and planning of recreational needs. The Department continually surveys the impact of its programs and facilities while 
at the same time striving to improve the effectiveness of its operations.

The overall goal of the Department of Parks and Recreation is to provide high quality and leisure4ime facilities and programs to all 
Pittsburghers. The Department aspires to provide close-to-home recreational facilities, beautify our City, preserve our natural 
resources, and offer opj^rtunities for constructive, educational and enjoyable activities. 

1989 -1990 ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

« Initiated and completed a Study of the Fitlsbur|h Zoo, Phipps Conservatory, and Aviary in order to increase revenues, and to 
develop specific recommendations for inclusion in the MavoKs Legislative Agenda. 

« Increased maintenance productivity levels by replacing the entire tractor fleet and adding new specialized landscaping 
equipment. 

• Completion and dedication of the new Handicapped Accessible Trail and Frick Woods Reserve in Frick Park. 

• Pruned approximately 2,500 trees. 

• Cleaned and cleared over 100 playgrounds with assistance from the Department of Public Works and Pittsburgh Clean City 
Committee. 

• Successful privatization and opening of the enclosed South Side Skating Rink. The Rink is now called the '"Neville Ice Arena" 
and opened to the public in September 1990.

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On May 1,1984, the City of Pittsburgh entered into a Lease and Management Agreement with the Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority to 
ensure the continued operation of the existing water and sewer system, and to implement a m^or capital improvement program. Under the 
terms of this Agreement, the City acts as Agent to operate and maintain an efficient and effective water and sewer system for the customers 
served by the system. 

The Department of Water is comprised of four (4) divisions which coordinate to deliver potable water that is safe for human consumption 
and in adequate supply to ensure fire protection for the community. 

The Administration Division includes the Steno-Clerical, Management Information, Accounts Recelvable/Payable, and Customer Service 
Sections. The Steno-Clerical Section provides support for the day-to-day activities generated by the various Water Department divisions. The 
Management Information Section is engaged in computer programming such as billing, operations, inventory control, and records updating. 
The Accounts Receivable/Payable Section is responsible for monitoring customer accounts and Investigating delinquent accounts, issuing 
termination notices, processing invoices and requisitions, and balancing the quarterly appropriations. The Customer Service Section Is 
responsible for reading meters, billing, and responding to customer inquiries concerning service. This division also oversees the remote meter 
installation program. 

The Engineering Division acts as liaison between the Department of Water and the Department of Engineering and Construction for the 
effective implementation of the Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority’s $260 million Capital Improvement Program. They are also responsible 
for the management and coordination of valve, hydrant, and service line records. 


The Distribution Division includes the Operations and Maintenance Section and the Service Section. The Operations and Maintenance 
Section maintains 1,200 miles of pipe, 25,000 valves, 7,000 fire hydrants, and other appurtenances that comprise the water distribution system. 
The Service Section provides a similar service for that portion of the distribution system that lies between the main and the customer’s curb 
stop, commonly known as the service line. The Service Section also performs w*ater meter installations, repair work, and the preliminary 
investigation of service requests, and operates the large meter replacement program. The Distribution Division is divided geographically Into 
the Mission District and the Brilliant District. 

The Purification and Pumping Division is involved in the treatment and purification of raw water, and is responsible for the operation and 
maintenance of 11 pump stations, 6 reservoirs, and 10 storage tanks. This division includes the General Office, Operations and Maintenance, 
and Laboratory Sections. The Operations and Maintenance Section regulates the pumps, clarifiers, filters, valves, and other appurtenances 
necessary to provide potable water to the reservoirs and storage tanks. The Laboratory Section constantly monitors the quality of water at 
various locations to ensure that all required standards are met and to provide test information to the Operations and Maintenance Section for 
proper treatment measures.

OVERALLGOAL 


The Department of Water will continue to provide an efUcient and effective water system and related services by delivering potable 
water tnat is safe for human consumption and in adequate supply to properly service its customers.

• Improved customer service by creating a more efficient billing operation which has effectively reduced customer telephone and 
mail inquiries. 

• Converted obsolete Treatment Plant system controls to a state-of-the-art computer-assisted pumping control system. 

• Completed first pass through the City by installing 38,000 new water meters and remote reading devices over a two-and-one- 
half year period oy means of the residential meter replacement system. 

• Implemented a City-wide fire hydrant locking program in conjunction with the Bureau of Fire. 

• Implemented a City-wide multi-connection party line and flat water service line replacement program. 

• Avoided a mcyor crisis by keeping the City supplied with water during the Buckeye oil spill of 1990. 

• Administered feasibility study and participated in the marketing campaign to gain O'Hara Township as a new bulk rate 
customer. 

• Successfully completed the pump replacement program for all pumping stations. 


LONG-RANGE OBJECTIVES 

• To implement a computer-assisted telephone delinquent accounts collection system. 

• To complete, renovate and refurbish the Water Treatment Plant’s finished water filtering system. 

• To inspect, clean and refurbish the sedimentation basins at the Water Treatment Plant. 

• To complete and bring on-line the Intergraph System by merging waterline mapping., drill sheets, valve and hydrant 
maintenance, and distribution work orders into one computerized network. 

SHORT-RANGE OBJECTIVES 

• Establish an on-going large meter testing and maintenance program to supplement the large meter replacement program. 
Without such a pro^am, our new replacement meters will rapidly deteriorate. 

• Retrofit TreatmentPlant’s travelling water screens by replacing various metallic component parts with non-metallic parts. 

• Implement a bar coding system for the Department’s inventory accounting. 

• Create a field service section for delinquent accounts that are scheduled for ”shut off*. 

• Implement a customer assistance program to avoid termination of water service by providing areas of relief to residential 
customers who have demonstratea that a hardship has caused a difficulty in meeting their water payment obligation.

BE rr RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That from and after the first day of January, 1991, the number of officers and employees of all Departments 
of the City of Pittsburgh, and the rate of compensation thereof, shall be and the same are hereby fixed and established as 
herein set forth. 

SECTION Zm To ensure the capacity of the City to provide an effective level of Municipal services which will meet the 
economic, physical and social needs of its citizens, residents, visitors and neighborhoods during the Fiscal Year for which 
this Resolution shall be in force, those positions designated by Section 3 of this Resolution shall remain filled for the entire 
Fiscal Year, subject to any reasonable time periods required to replace existing officers or employees who leave City 
employment for any reason during that Fiscal Year. There shall be no reduction in the number of filled positions so 
designated unless authorized by a Resolution amending this Budget Resolution, in accordance with Section 507 of the Home 
Rule Charter of Pittsburgh. In adopting this Resolution it is the intention of Council to provide funding for the annual 
Budget at a level which will enable all Departments and Units of City Government so designated to be staffed, equipped 
and maintained at the levels mandated herein. 
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lfi during the Fiscal Yeari the Executive Branch deter mines that the number of employees so mandated in any program can 
be reduced without substantially effecting the level of services to be provided, the Mayor may request an amendment to 
this Resolution to accomplish that reduction, and shall include with any request of that nature the reasons for the reduction 
and evidence as to the impact of that reduction upon the level of services provided.

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GLOSSARY 


APPROPRIATION • The legal authorization granted by City CouncH to make expenditures and to Incur obligations for specific purposes up to a 
spedAed dollar amount. Separate appropriations are made for Opefatlr>g and Capital expenses for each department 

AS NEEDED POSITION - In the salary section of the budget, some position titles have as needed following the title. This means the exact number of 
positions with that tide can vary during the year. This provides flexlbiltty so that when changes In services occur, departments can use these titles to 
hire the necessary employees. 

AUTHORITY - A city agency established to adnMster a revenue producing public enterprise (Parking Authority, Urban Redevelopment Authority). 

ROND • An Interest-bearing certificate of Indebtedness sold by the city or another governmental entity to generate funds. The bond guarantees 
payment of the original Investment plus Interest by a specified date or dates In the future. Bonds typically Involve long-term Indebtedness to pay for 
ca^l projects. In the budget these payments are identified as debt service and Include principal and Interest payments. 

BUREAU - A specific sub-unit of a department. Used synonymously with division. 

CAPITAL BUDGET • Provides funding authorization for street improvements. buHding construction, equipment and faculty maintenance. The Capital 
Budget Is the first year of the Capital Improvement Program. 

CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROCBIAM • A six-year work plan for the provision of the City's long-term facility and kifrastructure needs (buttdlngs. 
roads, etc.). TT>e plan, which Is updated annually, Includes a schedule by fiscal year of proposed constmctlon phases, estimated project costs, and 
sources of funding. 

CODE ACCOUNT - Every department has Its spending plan detailed by major category. The categories include salaries, supplies and equipment 
Each department has a unique number to Identify these categories. In addition, every non-departmental Item also has a unique number. 

DEBT - An kiterest-beartng short and long-term credit obflgations of the City and Its agencies. 

DEBT SERVICS - The annual payment of principal and Interest on the City’s bonded Indebtedness Issued to finance Its Capital Improvement Program 
or to provide a Sinking Fund for the redemption of bonds payable from this fund. 

DEPARTMENT • A major administrative unit or principal office of the City government that has overall management responsibility for an operation or 
groisp of related operations within a functional area. (Department of General Services. Department of PubHc Works.) 

DIVISION • A specific sub-unit of a department. Used synonymously with bureau. 

ENCUMBRANCE • An obligation to pay for future goods or services against budgeted funds in the form of a purchase order, contract, salary 
commitment or other reservation of available funds. 



PdiroilllANCE STATISTICS - Specific inforTnatlon on performance factors which permits management to assess what services the pubNc received 
or will receive and how well they were delivered.

Such records shall 

be available for inspection by duly 

authorized agents of the City or 

Commonwealth at all reasonable 

hours, and shall permit such agents 

to interview employees during hours 

on the fob. 

(2) _Every contractor and 

subcontractor shall file each week 

Federal Form WH-347 or ito 

equivalent which shall specify for 

each employee the employee's name, 

address. Social Security Number, 

occupational classification, hourly 

rate paid, the number of hours 

worked each day, the total weekly 

hours, all deductions made from 

gross pay, and net weekly pay, with 

the City Controller, or the City 

Controller's _authorized 

representative. Every contractor 

and subcontractor shall file a 

statment each week, and a final 

statement at the conclusion of the 

public work contract with the City 

Controller, or the Controller's 

authorized _ representative, 

certifying that all workers have 

been paid no less than required by 

contract, or if any wages remain 

unpaid to set forth the amount of 

wages due and owing to each worker 

respectively, and that occupational 

classification set forth for each 

employee conforms with the work 

performed. 
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(3) _Every contractor and 

subcontractor shall post for the 

entire period of construction the 

name of the public work pro/ect, the 

name, address^ and telephone 

number of the Ctty Controtler, the 

applicable prevailing minimum 

wages for ea ch era ft or 

classification or workers performing 

the public work contract, and a 

statement advising workers that if 

they have been paid less than the 

prevailing wage rate for their work 

classification they may notify the 

City Controller, and request an 

investigation. 

(4) The City Controller shall be 

reponsible for compliance with and 

administration of this section. The 

Controller shall maintain a current 

schedule of the prevailing wages for 

each craft or classification of 

workers. The City Controller shall 

upon notification of any alleged 

violations of this section or contract 

provisions required here in rece ive 

and refer to the Department of 

Labor and Industry, Prevailing Wage 

Division the name of the appropriate 

public work pro/ect, the nature of 

the complainU any other pertinent 

information and request an 

investigation of the same. The 

Controller is authorized to withhold 

from payments due to the 

contractor the amount of wages 

unpaid or not paid in accordance 

with the public work contract and to 

pay directly to any worker the 

amount shown to be due and owning 

as directed by the Director of the 

Prevailing Wage Division. 

(5) No contract for public work 

shall be awarded to any contractor 

or subcontractor who has 

intentionally failed to pay the 

prevailing wages as determined by 


the Director of the Prevailing Wage 

Division, in accordance with the 

procedures required by the 

Pennsylvania Prevailing Wage Act 

approved August 15, 1961 (Act No.

(0 The Department of Engineering 
and Construction (the "Department 
shall obtain a full and complete 
estimate of the cost of performance 
of each contract. The estimate may 
be made either by Department 
personnel with specific experience 
and expertise in the type of work 
involved, or independent consultants 
with established expertise in the 
type of work involved. the 
estimation process, whether 
conducted by Department personnel 
or independent consultants, shall 
include a complete scope of work, as 
well as materials, labor and profit. 
When available, with respect to 
materials, parts and equipment 
direct cost inquiries shall be made 
to at least three (3) manufacturers 
or suppliers of the materials, parts 
or equipment required in 
performance of contract. Such 
estimate shall be complete not later 
than the date the bids are opened.

(a) PURPOSE 

The purpose of these special 
provisions is to provide a level of 
control over signage in commercial 
areas of the City which include uses 
which are within and adjacent to 
residential neighborhood, where such 
uses are physically oriented toward 
pedestrian traffic rather than 
vehicular traffic, and where the 
existing general provisions 
regulating signage allow types and 
sizes of signs which are not 
appropriate to these districts. 

(b) APPLICATION 

These regulations shall apply only to 
those areas specifically listed 
hereunder, and shall be used in 
addition to the general provisions 
for signs found above. Where 
differences occur between the 
provisions of Section 987.05 and 
those found elsewhere in Chapter 
987, the provisons of Section 987.05 
shall apply. 

In the Neighborhood Business Sign 
Districts, there shall be applied the 
regulations prescribed in this 
chapter and the qualifying 
regulations prescribed in other 
chapters specifically referred to in 
the following sections of this 
chapter. 

(c) DISTRICT CLASSIFICATIONS 

To carry out the purpose and 
provisons of this zoning Ordinance, 
the following Neighborhood Business 
Sign Districts are hereby 
established:

1. East Carson Street

That area defined by the A1 
Commerical/R esident ia I 
Associated District along and 
adjacent to East Carson Street^ 
as defined by ordinance in the 
City^s Zoning District Map, 

(d) SPECIAL DEFINITIONS 

1. ” Projecting Sign" means any 

business or identification sign which 
sole means of support is by 
attachment to a legal structure on a 
zoning lot and which projects more 
than twelve (12) inches into a public 
right-of-way. A projecting sign shall 
contain no more than two sign faces 
which include lettering, and these 
sign faces shall be back-to-back. 

(e) GENERAL PROVISIONS 

The provisions of this section apply 
to all Neighborhood Business Sign 
Districts are designated hereunder, 
except for those Special Provisions 
found in Section 987.05(f) below. For 
other applicable general provisons, 
not limited to Neighborhood 
Business Sign districts, see Section

1. NUMBER OF SIGNS 

A. For each street level business, a 
maximum of one (1) wall sign, two 
(2) window signs, and cither one (1) 
awning sign or one (1) projecting 
sign or one (1) ground sign shall be 
permitted for each facade of a 
structure facing a street. 

B. For each upper floor business, a 


maximum of two (2) window sign, 
one (1) door sign, and either one (1) 
awning sign for one (1) projecting 
sign shall be permitted for each 
facade of a structure facing a 
street. 

C. The maximum area of all signs, 
including ground signs shall be 
fifteen percent (15%) of the area of 
the face of the building on which the 
signs are proposed. For ground signs, 
the area of the face of the building 
nearest to and visible from the 
ground signs shall be considered for 
this calculation. 

2. SIZE OF SIGNS 

A. Wall signs shall be a maximum of 
two (2) square feet in area for every 
lineal foot of building frontage, up 
to a maximum of forty (4) square 
feet. Maximum lettering size shall 
be eighteen (18) inches high. 

B. For each street level business 
window and door signs shall be a 
maximum of twenty percent (20%) 
of the glazed area of the window or 
door in which they are places up to a 
maximum of eight (8) square feet. 
For each upper floor business, 
window or door signs shall be 
maximum of fifty percent (50%) of 
the glazed area of the window or 
door in which they are placed, up to 
a maximum of ten (10) square feet. 

C. Projecting signs shall be a 
maximum of nine (9) square feet per 
side. The area of irregular or three- 
dimensional shapes shall be 
computed by multiplying the height 
and width at the widest points. 

D. Ground signs shall be limited to 
forty (4) square feet, and the sign 
and sign structure shall be no higher 
than twelve (12) feet.

3. Locations of Signs 

A. No sign or sign structure or 
support shall be placed onto or 
obscure or damage any significant 
architectural feature or a building, 
including but not limited to a 
window or door frame, comice, 
molding, ornamental feature, or 
unusual or fragile material. 

B. No sign shall be painted onto any 
significant architectural feature^ 
including but not limited to a 
window or door frame, comice, 
molding, ornamental feature, or 
unusual or frogile material. 

C. No sign or sign structure or 
support shall be located on the roof 
of any building or structure or 
support extend beyond the cornice 
line of any building or structure. 

D. Projecting signs shall extend no 
more than four (4) feet from the 
front of a building or structure or 
two-thirds (2/3) of the width of the 
sidewalk beneath the sign where 
such sidewalk exists, whichever is 
less. The bottom most point of a 
projecting sign shall be no less than 
ten (10) feet from above grade 
beneath the sign. 

4. Sign Materials 

A. The following types of signs and 
materials shall not be permitted 
from signs in a Neighborhood 
Business Sign District: 

1. internally illuminated box signs; 

2. individually illuminated channel 
letters; 

3. flashing, moving, or 
intermittently illuminated sign; 


B. Wall signs shall be painted only 
onto a separate material which is 
applied to the facade of the 
building. 

C. For awning signs, letters shall be 
applied or painted onto the valance 
portion of the awning only. 

5. Sign Illumination 

A. Internally illuminated signs or 
sign letters shall not be permitted. 

B, If illumination is desired, signs, 
other than neon type signs, shall be 
illuminated with small shielded 
spotlights which are placed in such a 
way as to not glare onto the public 
right-of-way or onto adjacent 
properties. 

6. Historic Plaques 

A. In addition to the signs permitted 
above, the City’s Historic 
designation plaque and one other 
historic plaque may be applied to a 
wall of a building or structure. 

These historic plaques shall be a 
maximum of one and one-half (1- 
1/2) square feet in area. 

(f) SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

The provisions in this section apply 
specifically to the particular 
districts as designated. For 
supplementary regulations applying 
to all Neighborhood Business Sign 
Districts, see Section 987.05 (a) 
through (e). 

1. East Carson Street. 

A. Intent 

This commercial area is an historic 
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district with a unique coIZection of 
nineteenth and early t’wentieth 
century structure, built in a variety 
of architectural styles, but forming 
a continuous urban fabric along an 
important city arterial. The vast 
majority of structures are attached 
brick structures built to the 

property line along the street with 
narrow sidewalks along a two or 
three lane cartway. 

The intent of these special 
provisions is to minimize the 

possibly adverse effect of signs on 
these significant architectural 
resources, to improve the safety or 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic, and 
to improve the communicative 
value of the signage for the primary 
users of the district. 

A. A further intent of these 

regulations is to provide for signage 
which is compatible with the 

architectural character of the 

district, so that the historic 
characteristics of the district are 
not adversely impacted by 
inappropriate signage. 

B. Number of Signs 

1. One (1) ground sign shall be 
permitted per zoning lot and shall 
substitute for a projecting sign or an 
awning sign. 

C. Size of Signs. 

1. Ground signs shall be permitted to 
twenty-five (25) square feet in area, 
and the sign and sign structure shall 
be no higher than eight (8) feet. 

2. The limitation on the total area 
of all signs shall not include signs 
which are determined to be a 
significant historic element of the 
building and which are an integral 


part of the building facade. 

D. Location of Signs 

1. Signs for street level businesses 
shall be located below the sills of 
the second floor windows and above 
the frame of the storefront 
windows. 

2. Ground signs shall be located 
within the buiidable area of the lot. 
Ground signs shall be used only 
where the building or structure on a 
zoning lot is set back from the front 
property line by at least twenty (20) 
feet. Ground signs shall not be 
supported by poles, uprights, braces 
or other means of support which are 
not a part of the sign face. 

C. Sign Materials 

1. Sign supports and structures shall 
be designed to be the minimum 
necessary to safely install the sign. 
Sign structures and supports shall be 
designed to compatible with the 
architecture of the building. 

SECTION 2. That any Ordinance or 
part of Ordinance, conflicting with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, be and the 
same is hereby repealed so far as the 
same affect, this Ordinance.

The Pittsburgh Code, 
Title Six, Conduct, is hereby 
supplemented by adding the following 
new section: 

CHAPTER 606, RIVER SAFETY - 
BOATING 

606.01 - PURPOSE 

The purpose of this chapter is: 

To regulate and assure the safe 
operation of watercraft within the 
boundaries of the City of Pittsburgh. 

606.02 - DEFINITIONS 

As used in this chapter certain 
terms are defined as follows: 

a) "Watercraft" - every 
description of device used 
on the water or ice or 
capable of being used as a 
means of transport on water 
or ice. The term includes 
boats, motorboats, iceboats, 
personal watercrafts, all 
terrain or amphibious 
vehicles when they are 
operated on water and all 
such other devices. 

b) SLOW-NO WAKE indicates 
that the speed of boats shall 
be limited to a slow, 
minimum height swell speed 
whereby the wake or wash 
creates a minimum 
disturbance. 

606.03 - PERSONAL FLOTATION 


DEVICE (PFD) REQUIRED 

a) All persons under the age of 
16 must wear a United 
States Coast Guard 
approved Personal Flotation 
Device (PFD) while aboard 
any watercraft under 16 
feet in length. 

606.04 - SLOW~NO WAKE ZONE 

ql The following areas shall be 
considered a SLOW-NO 

WAKE ZONE: From the 

West End Bridge on the Ohio 

River to the Veterans 

Mem oriai Bridge on the 

Allegheny River; and, to the 

Smithfield Street Bridge on 

the Monongahela River. This 

shall be in effect from 

Memorial Day to Labor Day 

each year and applies to 

ALL watercraft. 

606.05 - OPERATOR AGE LIMIT 
REQUIREMENT 

a) Operators of all watercraft 
in excess of 10 horsepower 
must be at least 16 years of 
age.

The following words and phrases 
used throughout this Chapter shall have 
the following meanings:

(b) "Charitable or non-profit 
institutions" shall mean any 
institutional establishments exempt 
from federal taxation under Section 
501 of the Internal Revenue Code or 
any other organization that operates 
primarily for a social, literary, 
religious, civic or other charitable 
purpose, including churches, 
libraries, civic and community 
organizations, counseling and family 
centers, care-taking facilities, and 
services for the poor. 

(c) "Collector" shall mean the entity or 
entities authorized by the City to 
collect municipal waste, recyclable 
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materials and/or leaf waste from 
residences, or authorized by 
residences or commercial, municipal 
and institutional establishments that 
do not receive collection services 
from the City to collect such 
materials from those residences or 
establishments. 

(d) "Commercial establishment" shall 

mean any establishment engaged in 
nonmanufacturing or nonprocessing 
business, including but not limited to 
stores, markets, office buildings, 
restaurants, shopping centers and 
theaters. This term shall also 
include lunchroom facilities and 
offices associated with 

manufacturing or processing 
business. 

(e) "Community activities" are events 
that are sponsored by public or 
private agencies or individuals that 
include but are not limited to fairs, 
bazaars, socials, picnics, 
performances and organized sporting 
events attended by 200 or more 
individuals per day. 

(f) "Corrugated paper" shall mean 
structural paper material with an 
inner core shaped in rigid furrows 
and ridges. 

(g) "Hazardous wastes" shall mean those 
wastes defined as hazardous under 
the Pennsylvania Solid Waste 
Management Act, 35 P.S. 6013.103, 
as amended. 

(h) **High grade office paper" shall mean 
any bond, copier, letterhead or 
mimeograph paper sold as "white 
ledger" paper, and computer paper. 

(i) "Household hazardous wastes" shall 
mean any waste generated at 
residences that would be considered 
a hazardous waste as defined above 


but for the fact that it is produced 
in quantities smaller than those 
regulated under the Pennsylvania 
Solid Waste Management Act, 35 
P.S. 6015.103, as amended. 

(j) "Institutional establishment" shall 
mean any establishment that serves 
groups of people including, but not 
limited to, hospitals, clinics, 
colleges, universities, public or 
private elementary or secondary 
schools, charitable institutions, 
nursing homes, youth homes, 
orphanages, convents, student 
housing, rehabilitation centers and 
day care centers. 

(k) "Leaf waste" shall mean leaves, 
garden residues, shrubbery and tree 
trimmings, and similar material, but 
not including grass clippings. 

(l) "Municipal establishment" shall 
mean any establishment owned or 
operated by a local government or 
county government, local 
government or county government 
authority, state government or 
agency, or federal government or 
agency. 

(m) "Municipal waste" shall mean any 
garbage, rubbish, refuse, industrial 
lunchroom or office waste and other 
material, including solid, liquid, 
semisolid or contained gaseous 
material, resulting from operation 
of residential, municipal, 
commercial, or institutional 
establishments and from community 
activities and any sludge (except for 
any of these that meet the 
definition of residual or hazardous 
waste) from a municipal, 
commercial or institutional water 
supply treatment plant, waste water 
treatment plant or air pollution 
control facility. The term does not 
include source-separated recyclable 
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materials and source-separated leaf 
wastes. 

(n) 'Person'' shall mean any individual, 

partnership, corporationf 

association, institution, cooperative 
enterprise, municipality, municipal 
authority, Federal Government or 
agency, State institution or agency, 
or any other legal entity whatsoever 
which is recognized by law as the 
subject of rights and duties. 

(o) "Recyclable Materials" shall mean 
those materials designated in 
regulations issued by the 
Department of Environmental 
Services to be collected under the 
City's recycling program. 

(p) "Recycling" shall mean the 
collection, separation, recovery and 
sale or reuse of metals, glass, paper, 
leaf waste, plastics and other 
materials which would otherwise be 
disposed or processed as municipal 
waste, or the mechanised separation 
and treatment of municipal waste 
(other than through combustionj and 
creation and recovery of reuseable 
materials other than a fuel for the 
operation of energy. 

(q) "Recycling facility" shall mean a 
facility employing a technology that 
is a process that separates or 
classifies recyclable materials and 
creates or recovers reuseable 
materials that can be sold to or 
reused by a manufacturer as a 
substitute for or a supplement to 
virgin raw materials. The term 
"recycling facility" shall not mean 
transfer stations or landfills for 
solid waste nor composting facilities 
or resource re cove /7 facilities. 

(r) "Residences" shall mean any 
occupied single or multi-family 
dwellings, including but not limited 


to apartments, condominiums, and 
cooperatives, but excluding any 
parts of buildings, in which such 
dwellings are located, that are 
occupied by commercial, 
institutional or municipal 
establishments. 

(s) "Residual waste" shall mean any 
garbage, refuse, other discarded 
material or other waste, including 
solid, liquid, semisolid or contained 
gaseous materials resulting from 
industrial, mining and agricultural 
operations and any sludge from an 
industrial, mining or agricultural 
water supply treatment facility, 
waste water treatment facility or 
air pollution control facility, 
provided that it is not hazardous 
waste. 

619.02 SEPARATION OF RECYCLABLE 
MATERIALS FROM MUNICIPAL 

WASTE. 

(a) Residences . Persons shall 
separate all recyclable materials from 
municipal waste generated at residences 
and shall store the materials until they 
are collected for recycling. The 
Director of the Department of 

Environmental Services shall issue 

regulations designating the materials 
generated at residences that shall be 
recycled. 

An owner, landlord, or agent of an 
owner or landlord of a multi-family 
rental dwelling with four or more units 
shall be deemed to have complied with 
its separation responsibilities if it 
establishes a collection system at each 
such property. The collection system 
shall include separate suitable 
receptacles that conform with 
regulations issued by the Director of the 
Department of Environmental Services 
specifically for collecting and storing 
bags or other receptacles in which 
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tenants have deposited their commingled 
recyclables, and written instructions to 
the occupants concerning the use and 
availability of the coUection system. 
The receptacles shall be clearly marked 
as designated only for recyclable 
materials and shall be placed in a 
location easily accessible to the 
tenants. Owners, landlords and agents of 
owners or landlords who provide a 
collection system under this subsection 
shall not be liable for non-compliance of 
occupants of their buildings. 

(b) Commercial, /nstitutionai and 
Municipal _ Establishments _and 

Community Activities . Persons shall 
separate high grade office paper, 
corrugated paper and aluminum from 
municipal waste generated at 

commercial, institutional, and municipal 
establishments or at community 
activities and shall store such materials 
until they are collected for recycling. 
The Director of the Department of 
Environmental Services is authorized to 
designate by regulation other materials 
generated at these establishments or at 
community activities that also must be 
seporated and stored until collected for 
recycling. 

An owner, landlord or agent of an 
owner or landlord of a commercial, 
institutional or municipal establishment 
that leases its premises to other such 
establishments shall be deemed to have 
complied with its separation 
responsibilities if it establishes a 
collection system meeting the 

requirements of the collection system 
for multi-family dwellings described in 
Section 619.02(a). 

619.03 COLLECTION OF RECYCLABLE 
MATERIALS. 

(a) RESIDENCES . Recyclable 
materials generated at residences shall 
be ploced for collection by the City in 


accordance with regulations issued fay 
the Director of the Department of 
Environmental Services. For single and 
multi-family dwellings where owners do 
not provide containers for the City's 
collection or recyclable materials, both 
the occupants and owners of such 
dwellings shall be responsible for 
compliance with this subsection and any 
regulations issued hereunder. 

(1) The Director of the 
Department of Environmental Services 

may grant exceptions to regulations 

promulgated pursuant to this section to 

residences occupied solely by persons 

with physical limitations which prevent 

them from placing recyclable materials 

at the curb; provided, however, that such 

person submit a written request for 

backyard collection and certify in the 

request that the residence is occupied 

solely by such persons. 

(2) For the purpose of subsection 
(a)(1) above, "physical limitation” shall 

mean: any illness, injury, incapacity or 

other physical handicap which prevents 

such person from placing recyclable 

materials at the curb; provided, however, 

that q physician certifies to the 

Department of Environmental Services 

that such person is physically incapable 

of placing recyclable materials at the 

curb. The certificate shall be renewed 

annually. 

(b) Commercial, Institutional and 
Municipal _Establishments_and 

Community Activities . Persons who own 
or operate commercial, institutional and 
municipal establishments and persons 
who organize and manage community 
activities shall arrange for the storage, 
collection and recycling of high-grade 
office paper, corrugated paper, 
aluminum and any other materials 
designated as recyclable materials which 
are generated at such establishments and 
community activities. The Director of 
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the Department of Environmental 
Services may» at his or her discretion, 
enter into agreements to collect such 
materials generated at charitable or non¬ 
profit institutions, municipal 
establishments or at community 
activities organized by charitable or non¬ 
profit institutions or municipal 
establishments. 

Persons who own or operate 
commercial, institutional, and municipal 
establishments will be exempt from the 
requirements of this subsection and 
subsection (b) of Section 619,02 if those 
person have otherwise provided for the 
recycling of the materials that they are 
required to recycle under Section 
619,02(b). To be eligible for this 
exemption, such persons shall file a 
sworn statement with the Director of the 
Department of Environmental Services 
that they have so provided for the 
recycling of the materials that they are 
required to recycle under Section 
619,02(b) and giving the personas name 
and address (or addresses), the name and 
address of the collector of its recyclable 
materials, the types of materials 
recycled and the annual tonnage of each, 
and any other information required under 
the regulations issued by the Department 
of Environmental Services. 

(c) Segregation of Materials . No 
person shall place or cause to be placed 
any municipal waste in the receptacles 
specifically provided for recyclable 
materials to be collected by the City, 
No person shall place any recyclable 
materials generated at commercial, 
institutional or municipal establishment 
in the receptacles that are specifically 
provided for recyclable materials to be 
collected by the City. 

619.04 OWNERSHIP OF RECYCLABLE 
MATERIALS. 

All recyclable materials placed by 


persons for collection by the City 
pursuant to this Chapter shall become 
the property of the City upon the City's 
removal of the recyclable materials from 
the curbside or other designated 
collection location. Nothing in this 
Chapter shall be deemed to impair the 
ownership of recyclable materials by the 
generator unless and until such materials 
are collected by the City, 

619,05 COLLECTION OF RECYCLABLE 
MATERIALS BY UNAUTHORIZED 
PERSONS. 

It shall be a violation of this 
Ordinance for any person other than the 
City or its authorized collector to 
remove, tamper or otherwise disturb 
recyclable materials or their receptacles 
which have been placed for collection by 
the City. In addition to the fines set 
forth in Section 619.11, any person 
violating this section shall be fined an 
amount equal to the value of any 
recyclable materials which have been 
removed. 

619.06 DISPOSITION OF RECYCLABLE 
MATERULS FOLLOWING 

COLLECTION. 

All collectors shall take the 
collected recyclable materials to a 
recycling facility to be recycled. 

619.07 CITY PROCUREMENT OF 
RECYCLED PRODUCTS. 

The Department of General 
Services shall review and revise all 
product procurement specifications to 
purchase products containing recycled 
materials, wherever feasible. The 
Department of General Services shall 
submit an annual report to the Mayor and 
City Council on its activities and 
progress in increasing its purchase of 
products containing recycled materials. 
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619.08 LEAF WASTE. 

(a) Separation from Municipal 
Waste . Persons shall separate all leaf 
waste from municipal waste and store 
such leaf waste until collection^ unless 
those persons have otherwise provided 
for the composting of leaf waste. 

(b) Collection of Leaf Waste from 
Residences. The Directors of the 
Department of Partes and Recreation^ the 
Department of Public Works, and/or the 
Department of Parks and Recreation, the 
Department of Public Works, and/or the 
Department of Environmental Services 
are hereby authorised to develop and 
implement a program for the collection 
and composting of leaf waste generated 
at residences and for the sale or other 
disposition of the composted leaf waste 
and are authorized to issue regulations 
for the administration and conduct 
thereof. 

(c) Collection of Leaf Waste from 
Commercial, Institutional and Municipal 

Establishments . Persons who own or 
operate commercial, institutional and 
municipal establishments shall arrange 
for the storage, collection and 
composting of leaf waste generated at 
such establishments, unless they have 
otherwise provided for the composting of 
their leaf waste. Such persons who have 
otherwise provided for the composting of 
leaf waste generated at such 
establishments shall file an annual report 
with the Director of the Department of 
Environmental Services giving its name 
and address (or addresses), the name and 
address of the collector or the 
composting facility to which the leaf 
waste is delivered, the annual tonnage of 
leaf waste, and any other information 
required under regulations issued by the 
Director of the Department of 
Environmental Services. The Directors 
of the Department of Public Wortes or 
the Department of Environmental 
Services may, at his or her discretion, 


enter into agreements to collect leaf 
waste generated at charitable or non¬ 
profit institutions or municipal 
establishments. 

619.09 HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS 
WASTES, TIRES AND LEAD ACID 
BATTERIES. 

The Director of the Department of 
Environmental Services is hereby 
authorized to develop and implement 
programs for the collection and disposal 
of household hazardous wastes, tires and 
lead acid batteries and to issue 
regulations for the administration and 
conduct thereof. 

619.10 ADMINISTRATION AND 
ENFORCEMENT. 

The Department of Environmental 
Services is hereby authorized and 
directed to matee reasonable rules and 
regulations for the operation and 
enforcement of this chapter as deemed 
necessary and to make such rules and 
regulations available for public 
inspection. Such rules and regulations 
and any amendments thereto shall be 
effective upon publication of a general 
summary of their content in a newspaper 
circulating generally within the City 
unless the Director of the Department of 
Environmental Service extends the 
effective date to a date following 
publication. 

619.11 VIOLATION AND PENALTY. 

Except as otherwise provided 
below, any person violating the 
provisions of this Chapter or any 
regulation promulgated hereunder shall 
be fined Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) plus 
court costs for an initial violation and up 
to Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) plus 
court costs for each additional 
violation. Any owner of a multi-family 
dwelling six units or larger violating this 
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Chapter or any regulations promulgated 
hereunder shall be fined up to One 
Hundred Dollars ($100,00) plus court 
costs for an initial violation and up to 
Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) plus court 
costs for each additional violation. Any 
commercialf institutional or municipal 
establishment violating this Chapter or 
any regulations promulgated hereunder 
shall be fined up to One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000,00) plus court costs for an initial 
violation and up to Five Thousand Dollars 
($5,000.00) plus court costs for each 
additional violation. Each day such 
violation continues shall constitute a 
separate violation. 

619.12 INCENTIVES. 

The Directors of the Departments 
of Environmental Services and Public 
Works are authorized to issue regulations 
to provide incentives for persons to 
participate in the recycling program*^ 

619.13 ADMINISTRATIVE REVIEW 

(a) Initial Evaluation. _ The 

Recycling Coordinator and the Director 

of the Department of Environmental 

Services shall review the recycling 

program and all rules and regulations 

pertaining to said program six months 

after the date of enactment. After said 

review the Director of the Department 

of Environmental Services shall submit a 

written evoluation to City Council, with 

recommendotions» which includes a 

summary of waste reduction and 

marketability of recycled materials, a 

review of enforcement procedures, 

public participation, and public education 

and information initiatives. _ The 

evaluation shall also include an analysis 

of costs related to collection, processing, 

tipping fees, and any other related 

expenses incurred in connection with the 

recycling program. 

(b) Annual Report. For a period 


of three years after the initial review. 

the Recycling Coordinator and the 

Director of the Department of 

Environmental Services shall submit in 

writing to City Council an annual report, 

with recommendations, of the recycling 

program and all rules and regulations. 

The report shall include a summary of 

actual and projected waste reduction 

figures, marketability for recycled 

materials, effectiveness of enforcement 

procedures, performance evaluation of 

contractors, puhlic participation, and 

puJblic education and information 

initiatives. The performance evaluation 

of contractors shall contain a 

determination of how well the contractor 

meets the terms and conditions of 

agreements made with the City. The 

report shall also include an analysis of 

costs related to collection, processing, 

including tipping fees, and any other 

related expenses incurred in connection 

with the recycling program. 

SECTION 3. Pittsburgh Code, Title 
Seven - Business Licensing, Article VII - 
Service Business, Chapter 765 
Commercial Refuse is hereby restated in 
its entirety as follows: 

”765.01 LICENSE REQUIRED. 

No person shall collect, dispose of 
or sell commercial garbage, commercial 
rubbish, recyclable materials or leaf 
waste from any residence or commercial, 
institutional or municipal establishment 
without first obtaining a license from the 
License Officer unless otherwise 
provided in Section 765.08. 

765.02 DEFINITIONS. 

As used in this chapter, certain 
terms are defined as follows: 

(a) "Collect" m eons to 
accumulate, gather^ call for and obtain, 
or otherwise take in or accept 
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commercial garbage, commercial 
rubbish, recyclable materials, or leaf 
waste at any premises other than a 
recycling facility, transfer station, 
resource recovery facility or landfill. 

(b) "Commercial garbage" means 
all refuse of animal or vegetable matter 
which has been or was intended to be 
used for the food of man, all offal, 
condemned food and all dead animals or 
parts thereof but excluding such of the 
above that is collected by the City or its 
agents, 

(c) "Commercial rubbish" means 
all discards and waste materials from 
commercial, institutional and municipal 
or processing or manufacturing concerns 
exclusive of garbage but excluding such 
discards and waste materials that are 
collected by the City or its agents. 

The definitions provided in Chapter 
619 of the Code shall also apply to the 
provisions of this Chapter, 

765.03 INFORMATION REQUIRED, 

In addition to the information 
required by Section 701,08, the following 
information is required from each 
licensee: 

(a) The districts from which 

collections are to be made. 

(b) The places to which 

collections are to be taken for 
disposal. 

(c) If recyclable materials are 

collected, the markets to which 
they are marketed. 

765.04 REGISTRATION NUMBER; 
PLACARD FOR VEHICLE. 

All collectors of commercial 
garbage, commercial rubbish, recyclable 
materials or leaf waste shall be assigned 
a registration number by the License 


Officer, Stickers (or other type of 
placards^ shall be issued to the collector 
by the License Officer along with the 
license and shall be placed on each side 
of a collection vehicle with the name of 
the collector, registration number, and a 
license insignia. All stickers or other 
type of placard shall be approved by the 
License Officer. 

765.05 COLLECTION PRACTICES. 

Each licensee shall: 

(a) Make collections and disposals 
in an orderly manner, complying with all 
health and safety laws and ordinances, 
and the orders of the License Officer. 

(b) Ensure that no commercial 
garbage, commercial rubbish, recyclable 
materials or leaf waste are dropped or 
scattered on the streets or premises 
from which collections are made. 

(c) Keep collection receptacles 
and vehicles in good repair and properly 
covered at all times as air and as water¬ 
tight as is reasonably possible. 

(d) Make collections in business or 
commercial districts only at such times 
and places as will not interfere with the 
traffic movement. 

765.06 REPORTS REQUIRED. 

Except as otherwise provided in 
Section 765.08, each licensee shall file 
with the License Officer on a quarterly 
basis a report stating aggregate amount 
of materials collected, whether 
municipal waste, recyclable materials or 
leaf waste are collected and the 
approximate quarterly tonnage of each. 
If recyclable materials are collected, the 
approximate monthly tonnage for each 
category of recyclable materials shall be 
separately stated. Any company owning 
more than one vehicle for which a 
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license has been issued may file a single 
report aggregating the information for 
all of its licensed vehicles. The report 
shall be filed quarterly reflecting any 
changes. 

765.07 UCENSEFEE. 

Except as otherwise provided in 
Section 765.08, the fee for a commercial 
license to collect commercial garbage 
and commercial rubbish for each twelve¬ 
month peri€}d beginning on September 30 
shall be two hundred seventy-five dollars 
($275.00) per vehicle due on or before 
the first day of the twelve-month 
period. Except as otherwise provided in 
Section 765.08, the fee for a license to 
collect recyclable materials or leaf 
waste for each twelve-month period 
beginning on September 30 shall be One 
Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($150.00) per 
vehicle due on or before the first day of 
the twelve-month period. A late fee of 
$50.00 will be added to any fee (other 
than a fee for an initial license) that is 
paid after September 30. Vehicles that 
have both a license to collect 
commercial garbage and commercial 
rubbish and a license to collect 
recyclable materials or leaf waste shall 
only be required to pay the fee for the 
commercial garbage and commercial 
rubbish license. 

765.08 EXEMPTIONS. 

(a) Residences . Persons that 
collect commercial garbage, commercial 
rubbish, recyclable materials or leaf 
waste generated solely at residences 
with less than four units that such 
persons own or occupy shall not be 
required to obtain a license, pay a 
license fee or file reports pursuant to 
this Chapter. Persons that collect 
commercial garbage, commercial 
rubbish, recyclable materials or leaf 
waste generated only at residences with 
four or more units that such persons own 


or occupy shall not be required to pay a 
license fee. 

(b) Commercial Institutional or 
Municipal Establishments . Persons that 
collect commercial garbage, commercial 
rubbish, recyclable materials or leaf 
waste generated solely at commercial, 
institutional or municipal establishments 
that such persons own, operate or occupy 
shall not be required to pay a license fee. 

(c) Charitable or Non-Profit 
Institutions . Persons that collect only 
recyclable materials solely for charitable 
or non-profit institutions at no charge 
and return any proceeds from the sale of 
such recyclable materials to the 
charitable or non-profit institution shall 
not be required to pay a license fee. 

765.09 PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION. 

Any person violating the provisions 
of this Chapter shall be fined up to 
$5,000.00 per violation plus court costs. 
Each day on which collection without a 
permit is made or on which reports are 
not filed in accordance with this Chapter 
shall constitute a separate violation. 

SECTION 4. The provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be effective as follows: 

(a) Section 1 shall be effective as 
of September 24, 1990. 

(b) Section 2 shall be effective as 
of September 24, 1990, except that (i) 
Section 619.02(a) and Section 619.03(a) 
shall become effective for each of the 
City's four municipal waste collection 
divisions on dates to be determined by 
the Director of the Department of 
Environmental Services, and (ii) Section 
619.08 shall become effective on a date 
to be determined by the Director of 
Parks and Recreation. Notice of the 
effective dates to be determined under 
(i) and (ii) shall be published once in a 
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newspaper circulating generally in the 
City thirty days prior to the effective 
date, 

(c) Section 3 shall become 
effective on September 24, 1990,

part of Ordinance, conflicting with the

(a) It is the purpose of this section to 
regulate vending machine sales of 
cigarettes and other tobacco products 
because City Council does hereby find 
and declare that: 

(1) Cigarette smoking and the use of 
tobacco in other forms is dangerous to 
human health; and, 

(2) The Director of the National Institute 
on Drug Abuse has conclude that the 
majority of Americans who die each year 
from cigarette smoking and other 
tobacco use became addicted to nicotine 
as adolescents before the age of legal 
consent: and, 

(3) A significant number of children 
under the legal age to purchase 
cigarettes and other tobacco products do 
so through vending machines, 

(b) Except as provided in subsection (c), 
no person, firm or corporation shal 
distribute or sell cigarettes and other 
tobacco products by the use of a vending 
machine, or install or maintain a vending 
machine with the intent to make such 
distributions or sales, unless said vending 


machine may be operated excusively by 
insertion of tokens, available for 
purchase on the premises, 

(c) Cigarette or tobacco vending 
machines of any type may be maintained 
upon the premises of: (1) a private 
business establishment licensed by the 
Pennsylvania Liquor Control Board 
and/or a privately owned and operated 
club or association requiring a paid 
membership; (2) private facilities not 
accessible to the general public, 

including, but not limited to nursing 

homes and senior citizens facilities; (3) 

a work place, including, but not limited 
to fgctoriest private businesses, offices 

or other private facilities not open to the 

general public, may mamtain cigarette 
or tobacco products vending machines 
for its adults empioyeesr in an area not 
a vila b le to the general publicr Provided^ 
however, no cigarette or tobacco product 
vending machine shall be placed in a 
doorway or any other area which readily 
accessible to minors, 

(d) No person, firm or corporation shall 
sell, give, furnish or other wise make 
available to any minor under the age of 
eighteen (18) years any token for 
insertion into a vending machine, 

(e) For the purpose of this section, the 
following terms shall have the meanings 
given herein: 

(1) "Token" shall mean any metal or 
other materials fashioned in the shape of 
coins, but excluding currency of the 
United States of Amercia, which serve to 
operate any vending machine, as defined 
in this section, 

(2) "Vending machine" shall mean any 
automated self-service device which, 
upon insertion of money, token, or other 
form of payment, dispenses cigarttes or 
other tobacco products. 
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(f) The Department of Public Safety shall 

conduct _ random _ undercover 

investigations for the purpose of 

enforcement of the provisions of this 

section (601.09) and att other State Laws 

regarding the illegal distribution of 

tobacco to youth. The Department shail 

annually (January) report to City Councii 

its findings and activities. 

SECTION 2. The Pittsburgh Code, 
Title Six, "Conduct" , Aritcle /, 
"Regulated Rights and Actions'*, Chapter 
601, "Public Order", Section 60J.i6 
"Violation and Penalty", is hereby 
amended and supplmented to read as 
follows:

AN ORDINANCE amending the 
Pittsburgh Code, Title Nine, Zoning, by 
Revising the Text of Chapter 909 
concerning the Regulations governing the 
Board of Ad/ustment granting of Special 
Exceptions for Use of land and the 
erection, alteration or enlargemnent of 
structures in the "A 2" District. 

WHEREAS, certain commercial 
neighborhoods within the City of 
Pittsburgh are subject to the zoning 
regulations of the A1 Commercial- 
Residential Associated District: and 

WHEREAS, these commercial 
neighborhoods are in fierce competition 
with commercial developments situate 
outside the City of Pittsburgh; and 

WHEREAS, many businesses 
situated in the A 2 District have been and 
continue to be restricted in the hours and 
days of their business operation by the 
existing zoning approval process and 
procedure, regulations and application: 
and 

WHEREAS, such regulation has 
handicapped many such businesses in 
competing with businesses located in 
commercial developments outside the 
City of Pittsburgh and with businesses 
located within the City of Pittsburgh but 
governed by the zoning regulations of 
other commercial districts under the 
Pittsburgh Zoning Ordinance; and 
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WHEREAS^ the economic survival 
of businesses within AI Districts is 
severely threatened due to their inability 
to fairly compete with the competitors 
under the restrictions imposed on their 
hours and days of operation; and

the unfairness in the regulation and 
procedures set forth in the Pittsburgh 
Zoning Ordinance,

FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1, Title Nine, Zoning,, of 
the Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended 
as follows: 

A, Amend Section 909.06(b)fi5) "Use of 
land and erection, alteration or 
enlargement of structures in the A1 
District'^ by revising and adding certain 
terms to read as follows:

SECTION 1. Title One is hereby 
amended by adding the following: 

Chapter 197 

Code of Conduct 

197.01 ADOPTION, 

There is hereby adopted by the City 
of Pittsburgh a Code of Conduct 
applicable to public officials and 
employees as defined hereby. This Code 
of Conduct is comprised of the 
following: (a) Sections 2, 3 and 4 of the 
Pennsylvania Public Official and 
Employee Ethics Law (65 P.S, Section 
401 et seq.) (the "State Statute”), as the 
same may be amended; (b) Sections 308 
(Prohibitions), 705 (Political Activity of 
Employees - Gifts), 706 (Prohibitions in 
General), 801 (Disclosure of Interests) 
and 807.5 (Ethics, Training if Required to 
File Statement of Financial Interests) of 
the Pittsburgh Charter, as the same may 
be amended: (c) Section 161,17 of the 
Pittsburgh Code, as the same may be 
amended, and (d) the provisions of this 
Chapter (collectively, the "Code of 
Conduct”). The terms of the State 
Statute, the Pittsburgh Charter and the 
Pittsburgh Code referred to above are 
incorporated herein by reference, 

197,02 DEFINITIONS. 

All terms used in this Chapter 197, 
unless the context clearly requires 
otherwise, shall have the meaning set 
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forth in the State Statute as 
supplemented by the below listed 
definitions and definitions set forth 
elsewhere in this Chapter. The 
definitions shall include both the singular 
and plural. Whenever any pronoun is 
used in this Chapter, it shall be deemed 
to include both singular and plural and to 
cover both genders. 

a) "Agent" means all agents of or 
persons or entities that enter into 
agreements with or otherwise act in a 
fiduciary capacity for the City in 
connection with contracts supported in 
whole or in part by public funds; for the 
purposes hereof, this term includes 
subrecipients, subgrantees or 
subcontractors of the benefits of City 
agreements. 

b) "Board" means the Ethics 
Hearing Board of the City of Pittsburgh 
created pursuant to this Chapter. 

c) "City employee" means any 
individual employed by the City of 
Pittsburgh in any capacity. A City 
employee may or may not also be a 
public employee as that term is defined 
in the State Statue. 

d) ” Direct family* means a 
parent, spouse, child, brother, sister, 
grandparent or grandchild. 

e) **Quasi-judicial tribunal** means 
a board or commission of the City which 
is required to investigate or ascertain 
facts and draw conclusions as a basis of 
its official action and to exercise 
discretion of a jucicial nature. The term 
shall include, but not be limited to, the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment, the 
Planning Commission when considering a 
conditional use, the Historic Review 
Commission, the Board of Code Review, 
the Board of Standards and Appeals, the 
Board of Water Assessors, the Human 
Relations Commission and the Civil 


Service Commission. 

f) "Influence" means the proposal 
of, the voting on or the participation in 
any legislative discussion of or attempt 
to influence the course of any proposed 
legislation of the City: the participation 
in the selection, award or administration, 
other than of a ministerial nature, of any 
contract, benefit or award to which the 
City is a party or which is supported by 
any public funds administered by the 
City: participation in any matter 
involving, other than on a ministerial 
basis, the inspection, regulation, 
licensing or auditing of an entity by or as 
required by the City. 

g) '^Interested party" means: 1) a 
person or agent having or seeking to 
obtain a contract, grant, employment or 
any financial relationship with the City 
or any of its departments, agencies, 
boards, commissons or authorities; 2) a 
principal, agent and/or attorney in legal 
proceedings in which the City is then an 
adverse party; or 3) a person with an 
interest that may be substantially 
affected by the performance or non¬ 
performance of the official duties of the 
public official or City employee. 


197.03 CONFLICT OF INTEREST. 

a) No public official or public 
employee shall exert influence with 
respect to property or a business with 
which he or a member of his direct 
family is associated. 

b) Voting conflicts which may 
arise for members of Council or 
members of boards or commissions shall 
be resolved in the manner provided for in 
the State Statute and the Charter. Any 
other public official or public employee 
for which there exists a conflict of 
interest with respect to proposed action 
of City Council or any City board or 
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commission and who in the discharge of 
his official duties would be required to 
participate in discussions or give an 
official opinion or recommendation to 
City Councilf the board or the 
commission, shall disclose on the record 
of City Council, the board or the 
commission the nature and extent of 
such interest. 

197.04 USE OF AUTHORITY AND 
PUBLIC PROPERTY. 

a) No public official or public 

employee shall apear for compensation 
on behalf of any private person other 
than himself or his direct family, before 
any quashjucicial tribunal. 

b) No public official or public 

employee shall accept a fee from 
another for referring to such person for 
action a matter where the public official 
or public employee would be barred by 
this Chapter from taking action. 

c) No public official or City 

employee shall use or permit the use of 
his official title, insignia or position in 
connection with any private business 
from which the public official or City 

employee receives compensation. 

d) No public official or City 

employee shall use or allow to be used 

any City facilities, property, staff, or 
information obtained in the course of his 
employment for personal use other than 
would be generally available to the 
public at large. 

197.05 EMPLOYMENT OR 

APPOINTMENT OF^MLATIVES. 

a) No public official or public 

employee shall appoint, hire, advance or 
advocate the appointing, hiring or 
advancing of a member of his direct 
family to a position that is under the 
Jurisdiction or control of the City. 


b) A member of the direct family 
of a public official or public employee 
shall not be appointed, hired or advanced 
to a position which is under the direct 
jurisdiction or control of the public 
official or public employee. 

c) The provisions of this Section 
may be waived by the Board upon the 
Board’s finding that considering such 
factors as the person’s experience 

qualifications and the responsibility of 

the position, the public interest would 

not be harmed as a result of the waiver. 


197.06 POST-EMPLOYMENT 
RESTRICTIONS. 

a) For a period of twelve (12) 
months from the time employment or 
service is terminated, no person who has 
served as a public official or public 
employee shall represent a person, with 
or without compensation, on any matter 
before the governmental body with which 
he has been associated. 

b) For a period of twelve (12) 
months from the time employment or 
service is terminated, no person who has 
served as a public official or public 
employee, shall personally act in a 
representative capacity, with or without 
compensation, on behalf of any person 
with respect to any case, proceeding, 
approval, contract or other matter with 
respect to which such person had 
substantial participation, of a non- 
ministerial nature, during the period of 
his service or employment. 

197.07 OFFERING OR ACCEPTING 
GIFTS AND FAVORS. 

s A public official, City employee or 
agent of the City shall not solicit or 
accept from an interested party, nor 
shall any interested party offer or give

anything of value to a public official, 
City employee or agent of the City, 
subject to the following exceptions: 

a) gifts from direct family 
members; 

b) a non-pecuniary award publicly 
presented, in recognition of 
public service; 

c) an occassional non-pecuniary 
gift of nominal value; 

d) complimentary travel for 
official purposes; 

e) admissions to charitable^ 
cultural, athletic, civic, 
political or other public 
events; or 

f) complimentary meals and/or 
refreshments. 

197.08 ETHICS HEARING BOARD. 

a) There is hereby established an 

Ethics Hearing Board composed of five 
members. Two members shall be 

appointed by the Mayor and confirmed by 
Council. The remaining three members 
shall be appointed by the Mayor from a 
list of nine candidates submitted by 

Council, and shall be confirmed by 
Council. Each member shall be a 

resident of the City. 

b) Each member shall serve for a 

term of three years or until a successor 
is appointed and qualified. The terms of 
the initial members shall be staggered. 
The Board shall adopt such rules and 
regulations for its operations and 

procedures as it deems necessary to 
administer, implement and enforce this 
Chapter. The Board may also adopt rules 
and regulations to further interpret this

c) No individual while a member 
or employee of the Board shall: 

1) hold or campaign for any other 
public office; 


2) hold office in any political 
party or political committee; 
or 

3) hold a position of employment 

or appointment with any 
municipal government, the 
Commonwealth of 

Pennsylvania or any board or 
commission formed by the 
City. 

d) Three members of the Board 
shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business and a majority 
vote of those present at any meeting is 
sufficient for any official action, except 
os otherwise provided herein. 

e) Members of the Board shall 
serve without compensation. The Board 
shall employ such persons and employees 
as may be necessary whose salary, 
together with the necessary expenses of 
the Board, shall be provided for at the 
discretion of Council and the Mayor by 
proper annual appropriation. The Board 
shall elect a chairperson and vice¬ 
chairperson and other officers as needed. 

197.09 JURISDICTION. 

a) All complaints with respect to 
violations of any terms of the State 
Statute shall be within the sole 
/urisdiction of the Pennsylvania State 
Ethics Commission. The Board shall 
have jurisdiction to hear and the 
independent investigator shall have the 
authority to investigate only those 
complaints relating to matters addressed 
in this Chapter, the Pittsburgh Charter, 
and the Pittsburgh Code, and not 
contained in the State Statute (the "City 
provisions"). 

b) With respect to Section 197.07 
hereof, the City provisions ore reviewed 
as an explanation of the provisions of the 
State Statute and complaints with 
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respect thereto atiall be treated as being 
with respect to violations of the City 
provisions. 

197.10 POWERS AND DUTIES OF 
THE BOARD. 

In addition to other powers and 
duties prescribed herein, the Board shall: 

a) Receive and seek the 
satisfactory disposition of complaints 
charging unlawful practices as set forth 
in the City provisions. 

b) Give advice as to application 
of the City provisions. 

c) Hold public hearings, subpoena 
witnesses and compel their attendance, 
administer oaths, take the testimony of 
any person under oath and in connection 
therewith require the production of 
evidence relating to any matter under 
investigation or any questions before the 
Board, mafce findings of fact, issue 
orders and publish such findings of fact 
and orders and do all other things 
necessary and proper for the 
enforcement of this article.

educational and other programs to 
promote the ethical conduct of public 
officials and City employees. 

197.11 INVESTIGATIONS. 

a) 1) Upon a complaint 
signed under penalty of perjury 
by any individual or upon the 
Board's own motion, the City 
Solicitor shall conduct a 
preliminary* inquiry into any 
alleged violation of the City 
provisions. The City Solicitor 
and the Board shall keep 
information, records and 
proceedings relating to a 
pre 1 i m inary inquiry 


confidential. The City 

Solicitor or the Board shall, 
however, have the authority to 
refer the case to law 
enforcement officials during a 
preliminary inquiry or anytime 
thereafter without providing 
notice to the subject of the 
inquiry. The City Solicitor 
shall complete its preliminary 
inquiry within sixty (60) days 
of its initiation. 

2) If a preliminary inquiry fails to 
establish reason to believe 
that the City provisions have 
been violated^ the City 
Solicitor shall terminate the 
inquiry and so notify the 
complainant, the person who 
had been the subject of the 
inquiry and the Board. 

3) If the City Solicitor 

determines after preliminary 
inquiry that there exists 
reasons to believe that the 
City provisions have been 
violated, the matter shall be 
referred to an independent 
invest iga tor for further 
investigation. The 

independent investigator shall 
be an individual so designated 
by the Board and shall be an 
attorney qualified to practice 
before the Supreme Court of 
the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania and shall meet 
the requirements set forth in 
Section 197.08(c) hereof. The 
independent investigator shall 
complete its inquiry within 
thirty (30) days of its 
initiation. The City Solicitor 
shall provide to the 
independent investigator all 
information obtained through 
the preliminary investigation. 
The independent investigator 
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shall keep information^ records 
and proceedings relating to the 
invesitgation confidential. 

4) /f, in the independent 

investigator*s opinion, there 
has not been established 

reason to believe that the City 
provisions have been violated, 
the independent investigator 
shall terminate the inquiry and 
so notify the complainant, the 
person who had been the 
subject of the inquiry and the 
Board, 

b) If the preliminary inquiry by 
the City Solicitor and the further 

investigation by the independent 

investigator both establish that there is 
reason to believe that the City provisions 
have been violated, the Board may, 
through the City Solicitor, initiate a full 
investigation to determine if there has 
been a violation. The Board shall keep 
information, records and proceeding 
related to an investigation confidential 
until a final determination is made, 
except as otherwise provided in 
subsection (f). No investigation may be 
commenced until the person who is the 
subject of the investigation has been 
notified and provided a general 
statement of the alleged violation or 
violations of the City provisions and of 
the identity of the claimant. Service of 
notice is complete upon mailing which 
shall be by certified or registered mail. 
The Board shall notify the complainant 
within 72 hours of the commencement of 
an investigation and, thereafter, the 
Board shall advise the complainant and 
the person who is the subject of the 
investigation of the status of the 
investigation at least every 90 days until 
the investigation is terminated. The 
Board shall, within 180 days of the 
initiation of an investigation, either 
terminate the investigation pursuant to 
this subsection or issue a findings report 


pursuant to subsection (d). Upon a 
showing by the City Solicitor of the need 
for extension of this period, the Board 
may extend an investigation for up to 
two 90-day periods, provided that each 
90-day extension shall be approved by a 
majority vote of members present. In no 
event shall a findings report be issued 
later than 360 days after initiation of an 
investigation, 

c) If an investigation conducted 
hereunder indicates that no violation has 
been committed, the Board shall 
immediately terminate the investigation 
and send written notice of such 
determination to the complainant and 
the person who was the subject of the 
investigation, 

d) The Board, upon the 
completion of an investigation, shall 
issue a findings report to the subject of 
the investigation setting forth the 
pertinent findings of fact. The subject 
shall have the right to respond to said 
findings and to request an evidentiary 
hearing on said mater. The Board shll 
grant any request for a hearing. Any 
response to the findings report must 
either admit or deny by corresponding 
number and letter the pertinent facts set 
forth. The subject of the investigation 
shall have access to any evidence 
intended to be used by the City Solicitor 
at the hearing and any exculpatory 
evidence developed by the City Solicitor 
in the course of its investigation. 
Matters not specifically denied in the 
response shall be deemed admitted. The 
response must be filed within 30 days of 
the issuance of the findings report unless 
the time period is extended by the Board 
for good cause shown. Hearings 
conducted upon request shall be 
instituted within 45 days after the filing 
of the response. 

e) Within 30 days of the receipt 
by the Board of the hearing record, or, if 
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no hearing is to be heldf within 30 days 
of the receipt by the Board of the 
response to the findings report, the 
Board shall issue an order which shall be 
final. Upon receipt of a final order, the 
subject shall have the right to file a 
petition for reconsideration in the 
manner prescribed by the Board. 

f) Hearings conducted pursuant 
to this Section shall be closed to the 
public unless the subject requests an 
open hearing. Any person who appears 
before the Board shall have all of the due 
process rights, privileges and 
responsibilities of a party or witness 
appearing before an administrative 
agency of this Commonwealth. All 
witnesses summoned for such hearings 
shall receive reimbursement for 
reasonable expenses in accordance with 
42 Pa. C.S.A. Section 5903 (relating to 
compensation and expenses of 
witnesses). At the conclusion of a 
hearing concerning an alleged violation 
and in a timely manner, the Board shall 
deliberate on the evidence and determine 
whether there has been a violation of the 
City provisions. At least three members 
of the Board present at a meeting must 
find a violation by clear and convincing 
proof. The names of the members 
finding a violation and the names of 
those dissenting and abstaining shall be 
listed in the order. The determination of 
the Board, in the form of a final order 
and findings of fact, shall be a matter of 
public record. 

g) Orders which become final in 
accordance with the provisions of this 
Section shall be available as public 
documents, but the files and records of 
the Board, the City Solicitor, and the 
independent investigator relating to the 
case shall remain confidential. 

h) Any person aggrieved by an 
opinion or order which becomes final in 
accordance with the provisions hereof 


who has direct interest in such opinion or 
order shall have the right to appeal 
therefrom in accordance with law and 
general rules. Decisions of the City 
Solicitor and/or the independent 
investigator that an investigation fails to 
establish reasons to believe that there 
exists a violation of the City provisions 
shall be a decision within the 
prosecutorial discretion of such 
individuals and therefor not appealable. 

i) No public official or public 
employee shall discharge any official or 
employee or change his official rank, 
grade or compensation, or deny him a 
promotion, or threaten to do so or take 
any other retaliatory measures, for filing 
a complaint with or providing 
information in connection herewith, 
testifying in any Board proceeding or 
being the subject of a complaint or 
investigation hereunder except as 
provided in Section 197.15 hereof. 

j) As a general rule, no person 
shall disclose or acknowledge, to any 
other person, any information relating to 
a complaint, preliminary inquiry, 
investigation, hearing or petition for 
reconsideration which is before the 
Board, However, a person may disclose 
or acknowledge to another person 
matters held confidential in accordance 
with this subsection when the matters 
pertain to any of the following: 

1) final orders of the Board as 
provided in subsection (g); 

2) heorings conducted in public 
pursuant to subsection (f): 

3) for the purpose of seeking 
advice of legal counsel; 

4) filing an appeal from a Board 
order; 

5) communicating with the Board 
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or it3 staffs in the course of a 
preliminary inquiry, 

investigation, hearing or 
petition for reconsideration by 
the Board; 

6) consulting with a law 
enforcement official or agency 
for the purpose of initiating, 
participating in or responding 
to an investigation or 
prosecution by the law 
enforcement official or 
agency; 

7) testifying under oath before a 
governmental body or a similar 
body of the United States of 
America; 

8) any information, records or 
proceedings relating to a 
complaint, preliminary inquiry, 
investigation, hearing or 
petition for reconsideration 
which the person is the subject 
of: or 

9) such other exceptions as the 
Board, by regulation, may 
direct. 

k) If a public official or City 
employee has reason to believe the 
complaint is frivolous as defined hereby, 
or without probable cause and made 
primarily for a purpose other than that 
of reporting a violation of the City 
provisions, or a person publicly disclosed 
or caused to be disclosed that a 
complaint against the public official or 
City employee has been filed with the 
Board, the public official or City 
employee shall notify the Board and the 
Board, through the City Solicitor, shall 
conduct an investigation. 

l) The Board may conduct an 
investigation within three years after the 
alleged occurrence of any violation of 


this Chapter. 

m) If the Board deems that the 
City Solicitor cannot impartially handle 
a complaint as provided for herein, the 
Board shall be authorized to hire special 
legal counsel to handle the complaint at 
the expense of the City. 

197.12 ADVISORY OPINIONS. 

a) The City Solicitor shall be 
authorized to issue written advisory 
opinions upon the written request of a 
public official or City employee. 

b) Such advisory opinions may be 
used os a defense against any subsequent 
investigation or prosecution hereunder to 
the extent that the official or employee 
who sought the opinion acted on it in 
good faith and only to the extent 
material facts were not omitted or 
misstated in the request for the advisory 
opinion. 

197.13 EDUCATION. 

The Board shall prepare and compile 
or shall cause to be prepared and 
compiled an ethics manual for 
distribution to City employees providing 
an overview of ethics laws, rules and 
regulations which may apply to such 
employees. Additionally, the Board shall 
conduct or cause to be conducted ethics 
seminars for City employees, as 
frequently os the Board deems necessary, 
to instruct new employees as to the rules 
of conduct which are applicable to them. 

197.14 WRONGFUL ACTS. 

a) A person who signs or causes 
or precipitates the signing of a complaint 
alleging a violation of the City provisions 
against another is subject to liability for 
wrongful use of this Chapter if: 

1) the complaint was frivolous, as 
defined hereby, or without 
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probable cause and made 
primarily for a purpose other 
than that of reporting a 
violation of the City 
provisions; or 

2) the person publicly disclosed 
or cause to be disclosed that a 
complaint against a person had 
been filed with the Board. 

b) A person who signs a 
complaint alleging a violation of the City 
provisions has probable cause for doing 
so if he reasonably believes in the 
existence of the facts upon which the 
claim is based and either: 

1) reasonably believes that under 
those facts the complaint may 
be valid under this Chapter; or 

2) believes to this effect in 
reliance upon the advice of 
counself sought in good faith 
and given after full disclosure 
of all relevant facts within his 
knowledge and information. 

c) Allegations of wrongful use 
shall be investigated in the manner set 
forth in Section 197.11 hereof. 

d) When the essential elements of 
an action brought pursuant to this 
Section have been established, damages 
may be assessed by a court of 
appropriate jurisdiction considering the 
following: 

1) The harm to reputation by a 
defamatory matter alleged as 
the basis of the proceeding. 

2) The expenses, including any 
reasonable attorney fees, that 
the person has reasonably 
incurred in proceedings before 
the Board. 


3) Any specific pecuniary loss 
that has resulted from the 
proceedings. 

4) Any emotional distress that 
has been caused by the 
proceedings. 

5) Any punitive damages 
according to law in 
appropriate cases. 

197.15 PENALTIES. 

a) Upon any violation of the City 
provisionsf including the undertaking of 
wrongful acts os described above, any of 
the following penalties shall be available 
to the Board for imposition: 

1) Admonition - in compliance 

with existing personnel 
practiceSf collective 

bargaining agreements and/or 
statutes, a letter to the 
respondent, the Mayor, the 
Director of the Department in 
which the respondent is 
employed, if any, and the 
comploinont, if any, indicating 
that the respondent has been 
found to have violated the 
City provisions: 

2) Public Censure - in compliance 

with existing personnel 
practices, collective 

bargaining agreements and/or 
statutes, notification to the 
respondent f the Mayor, the 
Director of the Department in 
which the respondent is 
employed, if any, and the 
complainant, if any, and the 
news media, indicating that a 
violation of the City provisions 
took place and that the Board 
strongly disapproves of the 
public officiaVs or public 
employee's actions; 
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3) Recommendation to the Mayor 

of suspension, without 

compensation, in compliance

any;

any; 

5) Recommendation of

6) Any person who realizes 
financial gain by way of a 
violation of any provision of 
the City provisions, in addition 
to any other penalty provided 
by the law or this Chapter, 
shall pay into the Treasury of 
the City of Pittsburgh, a sum 
of money up to the financial 
gain resulting from such 
violation. The Board shall 
determine the amount of 
financial gain realized; 

7) Any public official, public 
employee, person, corporation, 
company or other entity found 


to have participated in or 
benefited from a violation of 
this Chapter, may be barred 
from participating in business 
dealings with the City for a 
period of time to be 
determined by the Board, in 
addition to being subject to 
any other penalty deemed 
appropriate by the Board; and 

8) A fine of up to $1,000, per 
violation. 

b) In cases where the violation of 
this Chapter is also a violation of federal 
or state law, the matter shall be turned 
over to the proper authority for criminal 
prosecution.

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. Title Nine, Zoning of 
the Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended 
as follows: 

A. Amend Chapter 973 "SP 

Specially Planned Districtys”, 
Section 973.03 "District 

Classifications" by inserting: "SP- 
3 Public Safety Complex SP-3" 
After SP-3, 

B. Amend Chapter 973 "SP 

Specially Planned Districts", 
Section 973.09 "Special 

Provisions; by inserting a new 

subsection 973.09(c) to read as 
follows: 

(C) SP-3 PUBLIC SAFETY 

COMPLEX 

(1) Boundary. The 

City/County Public Safety 
Complex is generally 
bounded by FIRST and 

SECOND AVENUES on the 
north, the TENTH STREET 
BRIDGE on the east, the 


MONONGAHELA RIVER on 
the south, and the 
PANHANDLE BRIDGE on 
the west. The following 
provisions apply to the 
entire SP-3 District as 
defined. 

(2) Use. In the SP-3 District, 
land structures may be used, 
and structures may be 
erected, altered, and 
enlarged for only the uses 
listed in this section. 

A. Government uses and 

structures, except 

housing, or unit-group 
building thereof, other 
than major excavating and 
filling, and schools or 
educational institutions; 

B. Major garage and major 
parldng area including 
gasoline service station, 
cleaning, waxing and 
mechanical repair of 
automobiles not including 
body and fender repairs: 

C. Transportation right-of- 

way, roadway and 
trackage, including 

shelter and comfort 
stations incident to the 
use thereof: 

D. Child Day Care Center 
and convenience type of 
retail use that is inteded 
to provide to a service to 
people using the Public 
Safety Complex, garage 
and public transit station 
such as but not limited to 
news stand, coffee shop, 
pick-up for dry 
cleaning/laundry, shoe 
repair: 
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E. Accessory uses clearly 
incident to the uses listed 
in items A, B and C 
above, and only when 
located within a structure 
in which the primary use 
is any of the uses listed in 
items A and B above; 

F. SignSf as prescribed in 
Chapter 9S7, according to 
the provisions of Section 
(3)E hereof: signs other 
than traffic directional 
signs, shall not be ground 
signs and shall not be 
placed on a predominantly 
soutb-facing aide of any 
structure.

B. Structures within Height 
Area b, as definec below, 
shall not be higher than 10 
stories or 140 feet, except 
that 25% of Area b may 
be occupied by structures 
no higher than 16 stories 
or 209 feet rlOO feet.

D. Definition of Height

Not 
less than 10 percent of 
the entire district shall be 
provided and maintained 
as C/rban Open Space.
